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PREFACE. 

The  administration  of  Gov.  Blakiston  ran  its  course  much  more 
smoothly  than  that  of  the  masterful  Nicholson.  Blakiston  was  an 
amiable  man,  and  very  desirous  to  keep  on  good  terms  with  the 
Assembly,  while  they  in  turn  liked,  trusted,  and  respected  him  ;  and, 
in  consequence,  halcyon  weather  prevailed  in  the  Province  during  his 
term  of  office. 

The  Act  for  the  Establishment  of  Religion  which  made  the  Church 
of  England  the  Established  Church  of  the  Province,  was  the  most 
important  act  of  Blakiston' s  administration.  It  was  not  the  first  act 
of  the  kind :  the  first  Assembly  convened  under  the  royal  government 
in  1692  passed  an  act  establishing  the  Church  of  England  and  pro- 
viding for  the  division  of  the  counties  into  parishes  and  the  election 
of  vestrymen,  and  also  for  a  tax  of  forty  pounds  of  tobacco  per  poll 
for  the  support  of  the  clergy.  This  act  was  modified  by  a  supple- 
mentary act  in  1693,  and  in  1694  both  were  superseded  by  a  third. 
This  was  disapproved  by  the  crown,  and  a  fourth  was  passed  in  1696. 
This,  however,  contained  a  clause  providing  that  the  people  of  the 
Province  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  laws  of  England  in  all  cases 
where  the  provincial  laws  were  silent.  This  clause  was  held  not  ger- 
mane to  the  title  of  the  act,  which  spoke  of  religion  only,  and  it  was 
therefore  disallowed  by  the  crown  in  1699.  Under  the  influence  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Bray,  commissary  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  an  act  was 
passed  in  1700  [p.  91]  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  satisfactory.  It, 
however,  contained  a  clause  requiring  the  use  of  the  Prayer-Book  "  in 
every  church  or  other  place  of  public  worship ;"  and  this  deprived  the 
Quakers  and  other  dissenters  of  the  measure  of  toleration  they  had 
enjoyed.  It  was  seen  that  this  act  would  not  be  approved  by  the 
crown  ;  so  Dr.  Bray  had  a  new  bill  drawn  according  to  the  instructions 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  and  this  was  passed  by  the 
Assembly  in  1702  [p.  265]  and  substantially  remained  the  law  until 
the  Revolution. 

It  preserved  the  tax  of  forty  pounds  per  poll  for  the  support  of  the 
clergy,  gave  a  certain  amount  of  toleration  to  the  Quakers  and  other 
Protestant  Dissenters,  but  left  the  Roman  Catholics  to  the  penal  laws 
of  England. 
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Oppressive  as  this  law  was  to  many,  its  validity  was  not  questioned 
for  seventy  years.  For  one  thing,  as  the  quality  of  tobacco  was  not 
specified,  the  tax-payers  usually  paid  the  tax  in  the  very  poorest  and 
cheapest  sort,  so  that  the  stipends  of  the  clergy  were  not  only  inade- 
quate, but  even  beggarly.  In  consequence  it  was  hard  to  get  clergy- 
men of  any  standing  or  respectability  to  accept  the  livings,  and  the 
condition  of  the  Church  became  scandalous,  and  gave  rise  to  loud 
complaints.  "A  Maryland  parson  "  was  a  by-word  for  any  drunken 
or  disreputable  wearer  of  the  cloth. 

This  miserable  and  shameful  state  of  things  was,  however,  remedied 
by  the  growing  population  of  the  Province  increasing  the  number  of 
taxables  in  each  parish,  but  especially  by  the  inspection  law  of  1747, 
which  raised  the  price  of  tobacco  to  such  an  extent  that  the  salaries 
of  the  clergy  became  respectable,  and  even  liberal. 

In  1763  the  tax  was  reduced  from  forty  to  thirty  pounds,  and  even 
then  it  was  so  ample  that  we  are  told  that  the  income  of  the  incumbent 
of  All  Saints  Parish  in  Frederick  county  was  more  than  450  pounds 
sterling,  and  increasing  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  a  year,  and  that 
there  were  but  two  parishes  in  the  Province  in  which  the  clergyman's 
income  was  less  than  a  hundred  pounds  sterling. 

This  supplementary  Act  of  1763  was  temporary  and  expired  in 
1772,  and  Gov.  Eden,  taking  the  same  ground  which  he  took  with 
reference  to  the  act  fixing  officers'  fees,  announced  that  as  the  act  of 
1763  had  expired,  and  no  other  had  been  enacted  in  its  place,  the  per- 
manent act  of  1702  became  valid  again  with  its  tax  of  forty  pounds. 

Great  dissatisfaction  followed,  and  the  legality  of  the  Governor's 
position  was  being  fiercely  debated,  when  an  acute  lawyer  (writing 
under  an  assumed  name)  published  the  startling  opinion  that  the  Act 
of  1702  had  no  validity  and  had  never  had  any.  For  the  Assembly 
which  passed  that  act  had  been  summoned  and  had  met  on  March  16, 
170^  in  the  name  of  King  William  III.,  and  the  laws  then  passed 
were  assented  to  by  the  Governor  on  behalf  of  his  Majesty  on  the  25th 
of  the  same  month.  But  King  William  had  died  on  March  8,  and 
Anne  was  the  reigning  sovereign  when  the  Assembly  met,  therefore  it 
should  have  been  called  and  the  acts  assented  to  in  her  name.  It  was 
even  a  question  whether  the  Governor's  commission  had  not  expired 
with  the  monarch  who  issued  it — at  all  events,  the  Act  of  1702  was 
void  ab  initio. 

This  opinion,  as  was  natural,  found  a  large  following.  Many  refused 
to  pay  their  ministers  anything,  and  a  plentiful  crop  of  lawsuits  sprang 
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up.  To  settle  the  practical  side  of  the  question,  an  act  was  passed 
leaving  it  optional  with  the  taxpayer  to  pay  thirty  pounds  of  tobacco,  or 
four  shillings  in  money,  per  poll ;  but  the  act  expressly  disclaimed  any 
intention  of  determining  the  validity  of  the  Act  of  1702.  The  Revolu- 
tion settled  the  matter  in  another  way,  and  the  validity  of  the  Act  of 
1702  remains  res  non  adjudicate/,  to  the  present  day. 

The  standing  dispute  about  the  Pennsylvania  boundary  took  an 
additional  complication.  William  Penn,  not  contented  with  his  grab  of 
a  great  strip  of  Maryland  lying  south  of  the  fortieth  parallel  of  latitude 
(which  was  expressly  included  in  Baltimore's  charter  of  1632,  and  as 
expressly  excluded  from  Penn's  charter  of  1681)  had,  in  1682,  obtained 
from  James,  then  Duke  of  York,  a  grant  of  the  territory  now  forming 
the  State  of  Delaware,  which  was  also  included  in  the  Maryland  charter, 
which  fixed  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Province  at  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay,  and  the  Atlantic  ocean.  Even  had  it  not  been  in  the  charter, 
it  was  not  the  Duke's  to  give,  as  it  was  not  in  his  patents.  But  Penn 
was  a  favorite  of  James,  and  with  all  his  tender  conscience  and  fine 
professions  made  no  scruple  of  asking  for  and  receiving  stolen  goods. 
Baltimore  strongly  protesting  against  this  high-handed  action,  James, 
then  King,  took  a  course  for  which  perhaps  he  found  a  warrant  in  one 
of  those  actions  of  King  David  which  we  least  care  to  remember. 

David,  we  are  told,  deceived  by  the  greedy  Ziba's  flatteries  and  lies, 
gave  him  the  lands  of  the  prince  Mephibosheth.  When  the  deception 
was  made  clear  to  him,  instead  of  revoking  his  grant  and  hanging  the 
liar,  he  divided  the  land  between  them. 

So  James  ordered  the  peninsula  (for  the  whole  of  which  Penn  had 
asked)  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  lawful  owner  and  the  robber, 
by  a  line  running  north  and  south  to  the  latitude  of  Cape  Henlopen. 

One  would  have  supposed  that  the  seizure  of  three  counties  of  an- 
other man's  land  in  addition  to  his  already  enormous  possessions  would 
have  satiated  even  Penn's  rapacity  ;  but  it  was  not  so.  He  planned  to 
extend  his  southern  boundary  still  further,  and  for  this  purpose  had  a 
map  prepared  to  be  submitted  to  the  King  and  Council  in  which  Cape 
Henlopen  was  displaced  some  fifteen  miles  to  the  south.  But  as  all  the 
maps  (for  instance  Herrman's  of  1660)  showed  Cape  Henlopen  where 
it  is  now  and  always  has  been,  they  invented  an  imaginary  "Cape  In- 
lopen  "  which  no  one  ever  heard  of,  and  this,  they  said,  was  the  real 
name  of  the  upper  cape,  and  "  Henlopen  "  that  of  the  lower  [p.  375]. 
Penn  did  not  live  to  see  his  title  confirmed,  but  his  descendants  did. 
It  is  needless  to  add  that  Cape  Henlopen  refused  to  be  moved ;  and  the 
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boundary  of  Delaware  is  at  "  False  Cape,"  which  is  no  cape  at  all,  and 
doubtless  received  its  very  appropriate  name  in  commemoration  of  this 
transaction.  The  map  which  did  the  Penns  such  good  service  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society,  where  any  one 
desirous  of  seeing  a  masterpiece  of  craft  may  inspect  it. 

Blakiston's  health  being  impaired,  he  resigned  his  office  and  sailed 
for  England  in  1702,  carrying  with  him  the  good  wishes  of  the  Prov- 
ince. Before  his  departure  he  offered  to  serve  the  Province  as  its  agent 
in  England  for  one  year  gratuitously,  and  after  that  at  ,£120  sterling 
per  annum,  an  offer  which  was  willingly  accepted,  as  matters  continu- 
ally arose  in  which  it  was  of  importance  that  Maryland  should  be  prop- 
erly represented  before  the  Queen  and  Council.  Blakiston,  by  his  knowl- 
edge of  conditions  in  Maryland  and  the  confidence  which  was  reposed 
in  him  by  the  people,  was  eminently  qualified  for  this  position,  in  which 
he  rendered  the  Province  good  service  for  several  years. 

One  of  these  matters  which  called  for  the  services  of  an  English 
agent  was  the  continual  pressure  of  the  crown  for  assistance  in  men 
and  money  to  New  York  for  defence  against  the  French  and  Indians. 
The  Assembly  took  the  ground  that  the  position  of  Maryland  was  not 
understood  ;  that  the  Province  was  in  as  great  danger  as  New  York 
from  incursions  of  hostile  Indians,  and  moreover  that  the  people  were 
poor,  and  that  the  expenses  for  their  own  defence  and  other  necessary 
charges  were  as  heavy  as  they  could  bear.  At  last  they  grudgingly 
agreed  to  contribute  ^300  when  the  other  colonies  should  have  con- 
tributed their  quotas,  which  was  practically  deferring  it  to  the  Greek 
Kalends  [pp.  393"4]- 

After  Blakiston's  departure,  Thomas  Tench,  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, acted  as  Governor  until  the  arrival  of  John  Seymour  with  a  com- 
mission from  Queen  Anne. 

Seymour  was  a  consequential,  arrogant,  and  injudicious  man  ;  but 
the  defects  of  his  character  are  not  particularly  apparent  in  the  brief 
period  of  his  administration  included  in  the  present  volume. 

There  are  considerable  gaps  in  our  original  records  of  this  period, 
but  fortunately  we  have  been  able  almost  entirely  to  fill  them  by  copies 
obtained  from  the  Public  Record  Office,  London.  In  this  way  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Lower  House  during  the  sessions  of  1700  and  June 
1702,  and  those  of  both  houses  in  1704,  together  with  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  of  Accounts  for  1700  have  been  obtained.  The  exist- 
ence of  copies  of  these  records  was  discovered  by  Henry  F.  Thomp- 
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son,  Esq.,  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  in  the  course  of 
researches  at  the  Public  Record  Office,  and  the  copies  themselves 
found  by  Hubert  Hall,  Esq.,  of  the  Office  (and  a  Corresponding 
Member  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society),  who  had  transcripts  made 
for  us.  Mr.  Hall  has  also  kindly  undertaken  to  have  search  made  for 
copies  of  other  records  missing  from  our  archives. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  present  volume  is  smaller  than  those  pre- 
ceding. This  was  unavoidable  from  the  fact  that  the  records  of  the 
following  session  are  of  such  unusual  bulk  that  to  have  included  them 
in  the  present  volume  would  have  swelled  it  beyond  all  reasonable 
compass.

You  have  now  had  a  Year  and  an  halfs 
Experience  of  me  Which  I  hope  will  confirme  You  in  the 
Truth  of  what  I  have  publickly  assured  you  of  my  best 
Endeavours  for  your  Service  which  I  promise  I  will  always 
justly  performe. 

I  cannot  but  acknowledge  that  all  Your  Actions  in  our  last 
meeting  gave  me  great  Satisfaction,  for  it  was  mannaged  with 
that  Accord  &  good  Agreem*  that  there  was  not  the  least  p-  8 
Shaddow  or  Colour  for  any  ill  disposed  persons  to  make  any 
Malitious  Remarques  upon;  And  that  good  Understanding 
which  We  were  so  happy  at  first  to  create  will  I  hope  be  mu- 
tually preserved  on  both  Sides,  as  it  is  my  fixed  Resolution  It 
shall  be  inviolably  on  myne,  After  which  I  will  give  You  all  the 
convincing  proofs  of  what  I  have  Solemnly  averred  in  my 
Reguard  Tor  the  Province  in  Generall,  and  every  one  of  You 
in  particular.  Wherefore  if  you  labour  under  any  Difficultys 
I  am  ready  to  redress  them,  and  assure  you  I  will  Suppress 
all  unnecessary  Charges  and  expences  to  make  you  easye 
And  have  the  Vanity  to  believe  Your  Examination  of  the 
Publick  Accompts  will  convince  you  of  what  I  have  allready 
done  in  that  not  having  since  the  last  Assembly  which  is  tenn 
months  ago  entailed  tenn  pounds  Charge  upon  you,  or  any 
individuall  person  in  the  Province  But  on  the  contrary  averted 
what  lay  in  my  power. 

Gentlemen.  Since  it  is  and  ought  to  be  the  Great  End  of 
all  Generall  Assemblys,  to  consult  the  honour  of  God  and  the 
Service  of  their  King  and  Country  the  Ignominious  Report 
which  is  handed  about  by  some,  leads  me  to  acquaint  you  of 
an  Order  of  his  most  Sacred  Maty  in  Council  for  the  Disanul- 
ling  the  Law  which  is  Entituled  the  Act  for  Establishing  the 
Protestant  Religion.

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Original  Roome  to  any  person  to  suggest  its  being  disassented  to  upon 
J°ur"al"  any  other  Grounds  than  it  mentions;  You  having  Clogged 
and  Loaded  it  with  things  of  Different  Natures  which  I  hope 
you  will  wisely  Correct  without  the  least  Hesitation.  For  we 
are  happy  under  the  Wings  &  Protection  of  a  Prince  whose 
Delight  is  to  run  the  greatest  hazards  for  the  Conservation  of 
our  Properties  and  never  yet  obstructed  his  People  in  pursue- 
ing  that  blessed  name  of  Liberty. 

You  are  sencible  how  useful  Religion  is  in  the  Good  Gov- 
ernment of  a  Nation  or  Province,  it's  the  Uniting  the  People, 
the  keeping  men  Good  and  Deterring  them  from  comitting 
of  Rapines  of  all  Degrees  upon  each  other.  Much  may  be 
said  upon  this  Subject  which  is  not  so  proper  here  and  not 
being  my  Tallent,  neither  is  it  necessary  where  I  am  morally 
Assured  those  persons  to  whom  I  Applye,  are  So  well  inclined 
and  are  So  Good  Judges  of  the  fatall  Consequences  would 
Attend  us  in  the  Loss  of  that  good  Law. 

I  shall  not  here  enumerate  what  other  affaires  we  are  to  con- 
cert this  Sessions  of  Assembly  but  will  leave  you  to  proceed 
in  the  usual  way  of  Conferrence  and  Message,  being  ready  to 
Joyn  wth  you  wherein  we  may  promote  his  Ma,ys  Service  on 
which  Depends  the  Good  of  this  Province.

age  us  or  if  they  be,  Wee  shall  not  be  taken  Tardy,  or  be  killed 
in  our  Beds,  if  my  intelligence  be  true  the  Indians  have  been 
and  Still  are  prompted  by  the  French  Jessuitts  and  other  Mis- 
sionarys  to  forsake  the  English  for  a  French  Interest  &  rather 
then  the  Jesuits  would  faile  of  compassing  their  End,  they  have 
instigated  their  Indian  Proselytes  to  cut  all  our  throats  if  they 
could. 

The  five  Nations  are  said  to  be  much  corrupted  &  debauch- 
ed by  the  Jesuites,  but  I  hope  to  prevent  them  Effectually  with 
those  Indians  &  am  now  in  the  Way  of  doing  it. 

If  the  five  Nations  should  withdraw  their  Obedience  from 
the  King  I  fear  Virginia  and  your  Province  could  not  Subsist 
many  months  where  you  have  no  Towns  to  be  a  retreat  and 
Security  to  your  people.

Herewith  is  sent  you  an  Account  of  a  late  Treaty  with  the 
Indians  by  which  they  seeme  to  desire  the  Friendshipp  of  the 
English  and  to  returne  to  the  Land  they  went  from. 

Upon  this  Subject  you  are  desired  to  Consider  Ist  whether 
20  it  be  not  propper  to  renew  the  former  Ordinance  for  deciding 
any  petty  Quarrells  between  the  Indians  and  adjacent  English 
by  appointing  two  Judicious  persons  near  them  for  that  pur- 
pose being  what  his  Excellcy  hath  promised  them. 

2d'y  Whether  it  is  advisable  to  continue  the  Rangers  on 
the  Frontiers  after  the  Indians  shall  come  in  and  Settle  or 
not,  and  if  continued  what  Number,  and  here  Wee  must 
inform  You  that  his  Exncy  hath  thought  fitt  the  last  Winter  to 
lessen  the  number  from  twenty  to  tenn  Which  has  saved  the 
Country  a  considrable  Charge  and  Expence. 

3dly  If  the  said  Rangers  do  returne  and  settle  as  before 
whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  cause  that  new  built  Fort 
to  be  demolished  for  prevention  either  of  these  or  any  other 
Indians  resetling  the  same,  and  that  you  will  concert  the 
Method  of  doing  and  bearing  the  Charge  thereof. 

4thly  In  reguard  these  Indians  are  not  yet  actually  come  in, 
whether  it  be  not  advisable  to  appoint  a  Standing  Comittee 
of  Your  house  to  joyne  wth  his  Exncy  and  Councill  for  the 
Safety  of  the  Province  in  Case  of  any  Emergency  as  formerly. 
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5     Whether  it  be  not  requisite  to  renew  the  former  order  Original 
to  some  psons  to  treat  with  those  Indians  at  the  head  of  the  J°urnaL 
Bay  since  the  persons  before  appointed  have  done  nothing 
therein,  which  is  believed  here  to  be  a  matter  of  great  Conse- 
quence.

happy  under  the  Wings  and  Protexion  of  a  Prince  whose

nine  days,  in  wch  shorte  time  wee  passed  Twelve  Bills  into 
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Acts,  and  have  soe  well  provided  for  our  defence  that  I  fancy  p.  r.  o. 
the  Indians  will  not  be  forward  to  perpetrate  their  wicked  de- 
signe  against  us  or  if  they  be  wee  shall  not  be  taken  Tardy  or 
be  killed  in  our  bedds:  if  my  intelligence  be  true  the  Indians 
have  been  and  still  are  prompted  by  the  french  Jesuits  and  other 
missionarys  to  forsake  the  English  for  a  French  interest  and 
rather  than  the  Jesuits  should  fail  of  compassing  these  ends 
they  have  instigated  their  Indian  Proselites  to  cut  all  our 
Throats  if  they  could,  the  five  nations  are  said  to  be  much 
Corrupted  and  debauched  by  the  Jesuites  but  I  hope  to  prevent 
them  effectually  with  those  Indians  and  am  now  in  the  way  of 
doeing  it  if  the  five  Nations  should  withdraw  their  obedience  fo.  u 
from  the  King.  I  fear  Virginia  and  yor  Province  would  not 
Subsist  many  months  where  you  have  noe  townes  to  be  a  re- 
treate  and  Security  to  yor  People 

Which  being  read  and  considered  of  in  a  full  house  it  is 
Resolved  that  the  Publick  of  this  Province  ought  not  in  any 
wise  to  be  burthened  with  the  charge  of  running  out  the  said 
line.  And  as  to  the  Parraghraph  of  the  Earle  of  Bellemonts 
Letter  relateing  to  ye  Indians  this,  house  haveing  noe  prsent

Att  A  Sessions  of  Assembly  held  at  Annapolis  the  26th  day  Lib.  l.  l. 
of  Aprill  Annoq  Domi.  1700  were  Enacted  Viz.  No- 2- 

An  Act  for  the  Service  of  Allmighty  God  and  Establishment 
of  Religion  in  this  Province  According  to  the  Church  of 
Engd 

Forasmuch  as  in  a  well  Grounded  Xtian  Common  Wealth 
matters  Concerning  Religion  and  the  Honor  of  God  ought  in 
the  first  place  to  be  Endeavourd  and  taken  Into  consideration 
as  that  which  is  not  only  most  Acceptable  to  God  but  the  best 
way  and  meanes  to  obtaine  his  Mercy  and  blessing  upon  a 
People  or  Countrey. 

Be  it  therefore  Enactd  by  the  Kings  most  Excellent  Majty 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  this  Present  Gen11 
Assembly  &  the  Authority  of  the  Same  that  all  things  that 
have  been  heretofore  legally  done  by  Vertue  of  our  former 
Act  of  this  Province  for  this  Purpose  made  And  beareing  the 
Title  or  tendeing  thereto  in  and  Since  the  Yeare  1692  be 
and  are  hereby  Rattified  and  Confirmed  according  to  the 
Reasonable  intent  and  Direction  of  the  said  Laws  to  the 
intent  that  the  further  Proceedings  on  Soe  Great  and  Good 
a  work  may  be  Advanced  and  pfected  by  this  Law  to  which 
purpose  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afd  that  the  booke  of 
Common  Prayer  and  Adfnistration  of  the  Sacraments  with 
other  rights  and  Ceremony s  of  the  Church  According  to  the 
use  of  the  Church  of  England  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David 
and  morning  and  Evening  Prayer  therein  contained  be  solemly  p.  373 
read  by  all  and  Every  Minister  or  Reader  in  Every  Church 
or  other  Place  of  Publick  Worship  within  this  Province  and 
whereas  the  P'sent  constitution  of  this  Province  being  in  its 
infancy  will  not  Admitt  of  raiseing  a  mainteynance  by  way  of 
Tithes  as  in  England  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  Afore- 
said that  for  the  Encouragement  of  faithfull  and  Able  Minis- 
ters laboureing  in  the  Worke  of  the  Gospell  to  come  and 
reside  in  this  Province  instead  of  such  Tithes  usually  in  Eng- 
land as  Aforesaid  A  Tax  or  Assessment  of  fforty  Pounds  of 
tobb°  p  Pole  be  Yearely  and  every  Yeare  successively  Leavied 
upon  every  Taxeable  pson  within  Each  respective  Parrish 
within  this  Province  as  they  have  been  now  are  or  hereafter 
shalbe  laid  out  limitted  and  Appointed  by  the  law  of  this 
Province  and  Entred  upon  Record  as  the  said  former  laws 
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Lib.  l.  l.  therein  did  direct  which  said  Assessment  of  fforty  Pounds  of 
No- 2'  tobb°  p  Pole  shall  Allways  be  paid  and  Allowed  to  the  Min- 
isters of  Each  respective  Parrish  haveing  noe  other  Benefice 
to  Officiate  in  Prsented  inducted  appointed  by  his  Excy  the 
Govr  of  this  Province  or  other  pson  thereunto  legally  Author- 
ized in  manner  hereafter  Expressed  and  Ordained  And  every 
Such  Minister  is  hereby  required  and  Enjoyned  to  Appointe 
and  Constantly  to  keep  a  Clerk  of  such  parrish  Church  and 
to  pay  and  Sattisfye  such  clerke  the  sume  of  One  thousd 
Pounds  of  tobb0  Yearely  and  Every  Yeare  out  of  the  said 
fforty  Per  Pole  and  to  Prevent  all  Illegall  and  unlawfall  mar- 
riages not  alloweable  by  the  Church  of  England  but  forbidden 
by  the  Table  of  Marriages  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
afd  That  noe  Minister  Preist  or  Magistrate  shall  Prsume  to 
Joyne  togeather  in  Marriage  any  Prsons  w'soever  contrary  to 
the  Table  of  marriages  by  this  Act  Appointed  to  be  sett  up 
in  every  Parrish  Church  within  this  Province  nor  shall  any 
psons  forbidden  to  marry  togeather  by  such  Tables  of  Marri- 
p-  374  ages  Prsume  to  be  joyned  in  marriage  under  the  Penaltys  fol- 
lowing (That  is  to  say)  under  the  Penalty  of  ffive  Thousand 
Pounds  of  tobb0  upon  the  Minister  Preist  or  Magistrate 
Joyneing  Such  psons  in  Marriage  And  under  the  like  Penalty 
of  Five  thousand  Pounds  of  tobb0  upon  the  psons  soe  Joyned 
in  Marriage  to  our  Sovereigne  Ld  the  King  for  the  uses  in 
this  Act  hereafter  mentioned  and  to  prevent  any  Lay  Persons 
from  Joyning  any  psons  in  Marriage  where  A  Minister  or 
Preist  cann  be  had  and  to  Acertaine  what  shalbe  paid  for 
marriage 

Be  it  likewise  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afd  That  in  every 
Parrish  where  any  Minister  or  incumbent  shall  reside  or  have 
charge  of  Soules  therein  noe  Justice  or  Magistrate  Shall  Joyne 
any  psons  in  Marriage  under  the  Penalty  of  ffive  Thousand 
Pounds  of  tobb0  for  such  Offence  to  Our  Sovereigne  Lord  the 
King  as  Aforesaid  And  that  it  Shalbe  lawfull  for  every  minis- 
ter to  take  receive  of  every  pson  or  Persons  by  him  married 
the  Sume  of  Five  Shillings  Sterling  and  noe  more  any  Law 
to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding  Provided  such  psons  come 
to  such  Parrish  Church  or  Chappell  at  time  of  Divine  Service 
for  contracting  such  marriage  And  for  the  better  and  more 
Effectually  collecting  the  said  Duty  of  Forty  Pounds  of  tobb0 
p  Pole  and  paying  the  same  to  the  uses  by  this  Law  intended 
and  appointed  As  Alsoe  for  incorporateing  A  Polliticall  Body 
Capeable  in  Law  to  recover  and  receive  all  rights  and  pqui- 
sites  Accrueing  or  growing  due  in  Law  or  conscience  to  any 
Parrish  Church  or  Churches  for  any  Pious  use  or  uses  what- 
soever 

Be  it  Enacted  that  the  Sherriff  of  Each  Severall  County 
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shall  and  is  hereby  oblidged  to  Collect  and  Gather  the  said  Lib.  l.  l. 
Assessment  of  fforty  p  Pole  of  the  severall  Persons  within  No' 2> 
Each  respective  Parrish  In  his  County  in  the  same  manner 
and  by  the  same  Authority's  as  the  Publick  and  County  Leavy 
is  Collected  and  shall  Pay  the  same  fforty  Pds  p  Pole  to  the 
Vestry  of  each  respective  Parrish  by  this  Act  Constituted  and 
incorporated  a  body  Pollitick  If  there  be  noe  incumbent  or  p-  375 
Minister  inducted  Instituted  or  Appointed  but  in  every  such 
Parrish  where  there  is  such  Minister  or  incumbent  and  who 
shall  be  Legally  invested  with  the  said  Duty  of  Forty  p  Poll 
the  same  shalbe  allways  paid  to  the  sd  Minister  or  incumbent 
by  the  Ordr  of  the  Vestrye  as  the  same  shall  Arrize  and  grow 
due  after  such  minister  or  incumbents  Qualification  as  Afore- 
said Each  SherrifT  deducting  for  his  Sallary  in  Collecting  the 
same  ffive  pounds  of  tobb0  p  Hundred  and  noe  more  any 
useage  or  custom  to  the  Contrary  Notwithstanding.  And  the 
better  to  Execute  the  trust  and  Authority  reposed  in  them 

Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  consent  aforesaid  that  the  Severall  Ves- 
trymen of  the  Severall  Parrish's  within  this  Province  That 
now  are  or  hereafter  shalbe  chosen  and  Elected  as  they  have 
been  soe  they  shalbe  and  Continue  and  are  hereby  Confirmed 
and  Constituted  A  Body  Corporate  and  soe  to  remaine  and 
be  by  Succession  in  times  to  come  to  the  uses  and  Purposes 
following  (that  is  to  say)  for  the  receiveing  the  sd  fforty  Pounds 
of  tobb0  p  Poll  and  the  Applyeing  and  disposeing  the  same 
as  by  this  Act  Ordained.  And  the  said  Vestrymen  are  hereby 
Empowred  and  Enabled  by  the  names  of  the  Principall  Ves- 
tryman and  his  brethren  Vestrymen  of  such  Parrish  to  recover 
take  and  receive  into  their  Custody  and  Possession  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  Pious  uses  for  the  bennefitt  of  the  Church  and 
Parrish  and  lands  tenements  heriditaments  or  Any  Estate  in 
any  lands  or  Tenements  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  or  any 
manner  of  Goods  Chatties  Debts  Creditts  or  other  Prsonall 
Estate  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  And  by  what  manner 
of  way  soever  Given  Granted  bequeathed  or  bestowed 
either  by  deed  Guift  Promise  or  Grant  of  the  Donor  or 
Donors  in  life  or  by  any  last  will  and  Testament  or  any  other 
Honest  and  lawfull  ways  or  meanes  whatsoever  which  said  p  376 
Vestrys  or  bodys  Corporate  are  confirmed  and  hereby  made 
capeable  of  sueing  and  being  sued  by  the  names  and  Titles 
aforesaid  of  for  and  touching  any  the  Premises  of  which 
Vestry  or  body  Corporate  the  number  shall  allways  be  six  at 
least  Except  upon  Death  or  Absence  of  any  one  of  them  and 
in  such  case  of  Death  or  Absence  or  other  Legall  incapacity 
of  Serveing  the  remaineing  Parte  of  Such  Vestry  shall  with 
all  convenient  Speed  meet  and  by  majority  of  Vows  Elect 
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Lib.  l.  l.  and  Choose  one  or  more  Sober  and  discreet  Prson  or  persons 
No' 2  fifreeholders  of  Each  respective  Parrish  to  Supply  such  Ab- 
sence or  defect  and  Such  Prsons  soe  Elected  and  Chosen 
after  takeing  the  usuall  Oath  appointed  by  Act  of  Parliament 
instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy  and  the 
Oath  of  A  Vestryman  appointed  by  this  Act  (That  is  to  say) 
I  doe  Solemnly  Sweare  and  declare  That  I  will  Iustly  and 
truely  Execute  the  trust  and  Office  of  a  Vestryman  of  this 
prish  According  to  my  best  Skill  and  knowledge  without 
Prejudice  ffavour  or  Affection  but  with  Equall  right  to  all 
Prsons  for  the  Benefitt  of  this  Church  and  Parrish  and  will 
not  diminish  or  detayne  legally  Quallified  and  Presented  in- 
ducted or  appointed  by  his  Excy  the  Govr  or  other  Person 
legally  Authorized  thereto  any  right  Perquisite  or  benefitt 
given  by  the  Law  soe  help  me  God  and  Subscribing  the  test 
and  Association  shalbe  deemed  and  taken  as  one  of  the  Ves- 
trye  to  all  intents  and  Purposes  and  if  any  Person  soe  chosen 
Vestrymen  shall  refuse  to  serve  and  take  the  Oaths  aforesaid 
he  shalbe  fined  one  thousand  Pounds  of  tobb0  to  his  Majty 
as  Aforesaid  and  the  same  method  shall  allways  be  Observed 
to  Perpetuate  the  Succession  of  the  Vestry  in  all  time  to  come 
provided  Allways  that  in  every  Parrish  where  any  minister  or 
p-  377  incumbent  is  or  shalbe  instituted  inducted  appointed  and  in- 
vested with  the  fforty  p  Pole  and  resideing  therein  he  shall 
dureing  his  continuance  aforesaid  and  noe  longer  be  one  of 
the  vestry  of  such  pish  and  Principall  of  such  Vestry  altho 
therebe  the  number  of  six  Persons  before  and  for  keeping  A 
faire  Regr  of  all  such  Vestrys  proceedings  and  for  registring 
of  all  births  marriages  and  Burialls  in  Each  respective  Parrish. 
Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  advice  and  consent  aforesaid 
That  each  Vestry  shall  and  is  hereby  Oblidged  to  appointe 
and  keep  a  fitt  Person  for  a  Register  who  shall  at  all  times 
keep  a  fair  Register  of  the  Vestrys  proceedings  in  Executeing 
their  Trust  and  Authority  which  Regr  shall  alsoe  take  the 
Oaths  Aforesaid  and  Alsoe  an  Oath  Given  him  by  the  said 
Vestry  for  the  due  and  faithfull  Executing  his  said  Office  and 
shall  make  true  Entrye  of  all  Vestry  Proceedings  and  of  all 
Births  Marriages  and  Burialls  Negroes  and  Mullatoes  Ex- 
cepted (That  is  to  say)  the  Christian  and  Sir  name  with  the 
day  month  and  Yeare  of  every  Such  Birth  Marriage  or  Buriall 
to  which  Purpose  All  and  Every  the  inhabitants  of  Each  par- 
rish that  are  either  Parents  Guardians  Overseers  Ma"  or  Mis- 
tresses of  any  psons  borne  Buried  or  married  are  hereby 
Enjoyned  and  required  to  Give  notice  to  the  Regr  of  such 
Parrish  within  Two  Moneths  after  such  Birth  Marriage  or 
Buriall  and  Pay  him  Six  Pence  for  entring  it  at  the  time  of 
Giveing    notice   aforesaid  under  the   Penalty  of  One  hundr 
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Pounds  of  tobb°  to  such  inhabitants  as  Afd  refuseing  or  neg-  Lib.  l.  l. 
lecting  as  Aforesaid  And  under  the  Penalty  of  One  thousand  No- 2l 
Pounds  of  tob°  to  such  Regr  refuseing  or  neglecting  to  enter 
it  at  the  time  of  Giveing  notice  afd  haveing  reed  his  fee  for 
the  same  and  such  Regr  is  likewise  hereby  oblidged  to  shew 
any  *pson  or  psons  reasonably  desireing  it  any  such  Regr  or 
Give  a  Certificate  of  any  Regr  of  Births  Marriages  or  burialls 
that  shalbe  reasonably  required  of  him  and  shall  have  for  his 
fees  from  such  psons  six  Pence  for  any  Search  and  Six  pence 
for  any  Coppy  or  Certificate  Given  as  Aforesaid  and  noe  more 
Hereby  rattifying  and  Confirmeing  as  vallid  all  Regrs  or  En-  p  378 
trys  of  any  births  Marriages  or  Burialls  heretofore  made  with 
any  Clerk  of  any  County  Court  according  to  directions  of 
such  laws  as  were  then  in  force  before  any  of  these  Laws  were 
in  being  And  that  the  Regr  of  each  Parrish  may  be  enabled 
to  performe  the  charge  hereby  required  of  him. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  Advice  and  consent  Afore- 
said that  if  there  be  any  Vestryes  of  any  Parrishes  that  have 
not  Allready  provided  good  and  Substantiall  Wrighteing 
bookes  well  bound  sufficient  for  Regestring  such  proceedings 
in  according  to  the  directions  of  the  former  laws  that  in  every 
such  case  of  such  neglect  or  Omission  the  Vestry  of  such 
Parrish  shall  at  the  pish  charge  Provide  such  Booke  or  Bookes 
within  six  months  from  the  end  of  this  Session  of  Assembly 
under  the  Penalty  of  five  hundred  Pounds  of  tobb0  each  Ves- 
tryman (The  minister  only  Excepted)  neglecting  as  aforesaid 
to  Our  Sovereigne  Ld  the  King  for  the  uses  herein  mencond 
and  that  there  may  be  no  neglect  in  the  Vestryes  or  those 
employed  under  them  in  the  carefull  and  conscionable  Per- 
formances of  their  Severall  Charges  in  this  law  contained  the 
said  Vestryes  are  hereby  Oblidged  to  meet  frequently  or  as 
often  as  need  shall  require  upon  notice  Given  by  the  Princi- 
pall  Vestryman  of  Each  Parrish  to  consult  of  the  methods 
and  ways  of  performeing  the  Severall  Authoritys  reposed  in 
them  and  from  which  Vestryes  soe  Appointed  noe  Vestrymen 
without  lawful  impediment  shall  Absent  himselfe  under  the 
Penalty  of  One  Hundred  pounds  of  tobb°  to  each  Vestryman 
willfully  neglecting  to  appear  as  Afd  and  under  the  same 
Penalty  to  such  Principall  Vestryman  who  shall  not  appoint 
such  Vestry  to  meete  when  need  shall  require  such  Omissions 
&  neglects  to  be  noted  in  the  Vestrys  Regester  of  Proceedings 
and  recovered  in  his  Ma,ys  name  And  the  said  Severall  and  p.  379 
respective  Vestryes  are  hereby  further  enjoyned  that  where 
there  is  not  Tables  of  Marriages  Allready  sett  up  in  their 
respective  Parrish  Churches  with  all  convenient  Speed  and 
within  six  months  at  the  most  to  procure  A  fair  Table  of 
marriages  transcribed  and  Sett  up  in  their  respective  Churches 
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Lib.  l.  l.  and  the  same  keep  continually  in  the  said  Church  that  psons 
No' 2  being  thereby  informed  what  marriages  are  forbidden  may 
Avoide  the  contracting  any  such  unlawfull  Marriage  and  that 
the  said  Vestrymen  doe  once  every  yeare  in  or  about  the 
month  of  January  Yearly  make  choice  and  appointe  two  Sober 
and  discreete  freeholders  of  their  respective  Parrishes  to  be 
church  Wardens  for  that  Yeare  upon  Penalty  of  Two  hundred 
Pounds  of  tobb  each  Vestryman  (Except  those  excepted)

wilfully  refuse  to  Serve  in  the  said  Office  and  take  the  Oaths 
Aforesaid  shalbe  fined  One  Thousand  Pounds  of  tobb0  to  our 
Sovereigne  Lord  the  King  and  the  Church  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trye  are  Authorized  and  required  to  take  constant  care  to  Sattis- 
fye  and  pay  the  pochyall  charges  and  of  all  necessary  repaires 
and  Amendments  of  the  respective  Churches  Chappells  or 
church  Yards  and  Cause  the  same  at  all  times  to  be  repaired 
and  Amended  as  need  shall  require  and  Sattisfy  and  pay 
for  the  same  either  out  of  the  fforty  p  poll  where  noe  minister 
is  Appointed  or  out  of  such  other  guifts  Grants  Goods  Chat- 
p.  380  ties  or  Creditts  as  shall  come  to  their  hands  for  the  Church  or 
Parrish  use  if  there  be  any  Minister  Instituted  therein  and  the 
Vestry  have  not  any  Effects  in  their  hands  besides  the  fforty 
p  Poll  to  pay  Parrochiall  Charges  as  Aforesaid  or  to  make 
such  necessary  charges  as  is  required  then  and  not  otherwise 
it  shalbe  Law  full  for  the  Iustices  of  the  respective  Parrishes 
upon  application  of  such  Parrish  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens

cent  Parrish  and  consent  of  the  Vestryes  where  he  Resides  and 
the  Appointment  of  his  Excy  the  Govr  or  other  Person  Legally 
Authorized  thereunto  for  the  time  being  nor  Claime  other  or 
larger  Parte  of  the  fforty  *p  Polle  than  what  such  Adjacent 
Parrish  shall  consent  and  agree  with  him  to  Pay  Yearely,  And 
it  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act  that  what  Sume 
or  Sumes  of  money  Tobbaccoe  goods  Chatties  or  any  other 
Interest  Except  land  Given  to  the  use  of  the  Church  And  the  p-  3Si 
fforty  *p  Poll  that  shall  come  into  the  Vestrys  hands  by  any 
meanes  whatsoever  As  Aforesaid  shall  allways  be  employed  in 
the  first  place  to  repaireing  the  Church  or  Chappell  and  what 
Appurtaines  to  it  and  providing  decent  Ornaments  and  requi- 
sites for  the  same  and  other  pochiall  charges  and  in  the  next 
Place  for  and  towards  the  Educateing  and  Instructing  poore 
Orphans  of  the  Parrish  that  are  not  able  to  procure  instruction 
to  themselves  and  if  any  thing  remaines  over  and  beyond  what 
will  Answer  these  Occasions  to  such  other  Pious  &  Charri- 
table  uses  as  as  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  such  Par- 
rish shall  find  most  requisite  in  their  directions  and  that  the 
Severall  Vestrymen  of  Each  respective  parrish  may  not  be 
discouraged  to  looke  After  any  thing  that  by  any  meanes  as 
Aforesaid  becomes  the  Parrish  right  and  due 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  Advice  and  consent  Afore- 
said that  in  any  Action  by  them  commenced  in  the  name  of 
the  Vestry  and  for  the  benefitt  of  the  Parrish  Aforesd  they 
shall  not  be  Obliged  to  pay  any  fees  or  costs  of  Suite  to  any 
Person  or  Officer  unless  they  recover  in  the  Same  Action  nor 
pay  the  Defendant  any  Cost  in  case  the  Vestry  shall  not  re-

Exceeding  the  one  halfe  yearely  of  such  Revenue  and  upon 
such  readers  takeing  the  said  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of 
Parliament  Subscribeing  the  test  and  Association  and  pro- 
cureing  Lycence  from  his  Excy  the  Governor  or  other  person  p-  382 
thereunto  Authorized  shall  and  may  read  Divine  Service 
Homilies  and  other  Good  Authors  of  Practicall  Divinity  at 
the  usuall  times  in  Church  or  chappell  and  therein  shall  de- 
mean himselfe  according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land as  Aforesaid.

Marys  the  Tenth  day  of  May  1692  Entituled  an  Act  for  the 
Service  of  Allmighty  God  &ca  one  other  Act  made  at  A  Ses- 
sions of  Assembly  Begunn  and  held  at  the  Porte  of  Annapolis 
the  Eighth  day  of  May  1695  Entituled  An  Addiconall  Act  to 
the  Act  of  Religion  one  other  Act  made  at  a  Sessions  of  As- 
sembly begunn  and  held  at  the  Porte  of  Annapolis  the  Ninth 
day  of  July  1696  Entituled  An  Act  for  the  Service  of  All- 
mighty  God  &ca  And  one  other  made  at  A  Sessions  of  As- 
sembly begunn  and  held  at  the  Porte  of  Annapolis  the  28th

Be 
it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Kings  most  Exc1  Majty  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  this  Present  Gen"  Assembly 
and  the  Authority  of  the  same  that  it  shall  and  maybe  lawfull 
to  and  for  the  Severall  Justices  of  the  County  Courts  of  this 
to  hold  plea  of  Adjudge  and  in  lawfull  manner  determine  all 
theiveing  and  Stealing  of  any  goods  or  Chatties  of  what  nature 
or  kind  soever  that  are  fitt  for  the  necessary  use  Service  or 
Support  of  Mankind  not  being  Above  the  Vallue  of  One 
Thousand  pounds  of  tobb°  Robbery  Burglary  and  house  breake- 
ing  Excepted  and  every  Person  or  psons  legally  Convicted  of 
any  Such  theiveing  and  Stealing  (Except  before  Excepted)  by 
the  Testimony  of  one  or  more  Sufficient  Evidence  not  being 
the  party  Greived  before  any  Such  County  Court  as  Afore- 
said shall  or  may  be  caused  to  be  punished  by  paying  ffour 
fold  of  the  Vallue  of  the  goods  so  theived  and  Stollen  to  the 
party  or  partys  greived  thereby  and  by  putting  in  the  Pillory 
and  Whipping  soe  many  Stripes  as  the  Courte  before  whom 
p.  384  such  matter  is  tryed  shall  adjudge  not  Exceeding  fforty  which

Servant  whereby  he  is  uncapeable  of  haveing  such  goods  and

proceeded  ag'  by  due  course  of  Law  as  afd  and  to  prevent  the 
Multiplicity  of  Wood  rangers  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
advice  and  consent  afd  that  noe  person  whatsoever  shall  pre- 
sume to  range  in  the  woods  or  fforrest  after  wilde  neate  Cat- 
tle or  horses  without  a  Lycence  from  his  Excy  the  Govr  in 
cheife  for  the  time  being  under  the  penalty  of  Five  thousand 
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Lib.  l.  l.  pounds  of  tobb0  for  every  such  wilde  Creature  that  such  un- 
No* 2'  licensed  Rangers  shall  kill  take  or  convey  away  Alive  or  dead

Whereas  his  Excy  the  Gov'  has  at  A  late  Treaty  with  the 
Piscattaway  Indians  Renewed  the  Articles  of  Peace  formerly 
made  betwixt  the  English  and  the  said  Indians  who  thereupon 
promised  to  returne  againe  and  Settle  Among  us  as  hereto- 
fore and  to  Observe  and  Performe  the  said  Articles  in  all 
points  According  to  agreement  but  by  reason  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  their  returne  is  not  yett  Accomplished  and  in 
consideracon  of  their  infidellity  and  the  little  reguard  they 
have  to  pforme  promises  and  Agreements  with  them  made 
Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Kings  most  Ex*  Majty  and  by  and  with 
the  Advice  &  Consent  of  this  psent  Gen"  Assembly  and  the 
Authority  of  the  same  That  Cap1  Richd  Hill  Mr  Sam"  Young  P.  388 
Mr  Jn°  Worthington  Mr  Wm  Hutchinson  Mr  Thomas  Green- 
feild  Mr  Walter  Smith  Mr  Elisha  Hall  Mr  Phillip  Hoskins  and 
Mr  Benj.  Hall  or  the  Majr  Parte  of  them  be  and  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  A  Comittee  to  Joyne  with  his  Excy 
the  Gov.  and  his  Majts  HonobIe  Councill  in  adviseing  and  con- 
certeing  such  measures  as  will  Suppress  any  Violence  which 
may  be  offerred  to  this  Province  by  the  Indians  after  the 
breakeing  up  of  this  Prsent  Sessions  of  Assembly  untill  such 
time  as  the  sd  Gen"  Assembly  cann  possibly  be  convened 
againe.

person  to  make  tobb0  hogsheads  and  shall  suffer  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  made  of  a  larger  size  then  by  the  said  Act  is 
directed  shall  for  every  Casque  or  hogshead  soe  made  fforfeit 
and  pay  the  sume  of  Two  hundred  pounds  of  tobb0  and  after 
the  same  rate  for  a  greater  or  lesser  quantity  the  one  halfe 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  our  Sovereigne  Lord  the  King  and  the 
other  halfe  to  the  informer  or  him  or  them  that  will  sue  for

Assures  us  that  it  is  the  innate  &  genuine  disposition  of  your

Certain  Laws  of  this  Province  and  Confirming  others  wherein 
we  are  doubtfull  to  make  the  same  unhapy  Mistake  as  in  the

Came  Mr  Speaker  with  the  members  of  the  House  to  At- 
tend his  Excellency  &  Councill  upon  the  Conference  Yester- 
day proposed 

Whereupon  his  Excellency  Orders  the  following  Paragraphs 
in  the  Lords  Commission :  of  Trade  &  Plantations  Lre  to  his 
Excy  of  the  4th  of  January  1699/700  to  be  read  viz 

What  has  been  done  by  the  Generall  Assembly  is  not 
Agreeable  with  his  Matys  Intentions  and  Especialy  it  is  most 
irregular  that  soe  many  Laws  of  different  kinds  should  all  be 
Enacted  together  by  one  Single  Act  which  is  that  Intituled  an 
Act  Ascerteining  the  Laws  of  this  Province  by  which  means  it 
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was  made  Impossible  for  his  Maty  to  disallow  of  any  of  those  Original 
Acts  without  making  void  the  whole  and  this  did  oblige  us  be-  J°urnal- 
cause  of  some  things  that  we  found  not  fitt  to  be  allowed  to 
represent  to  his  Maty  our  humble  opinion  that  the  Aforesaid 
Act  might  be  disallowed  which  his  Maty  has  been  pleased  to 
do  Accordingly 

We  are  further  to  Observe  to  you  That  an  Act  for  the  Ser- 
vice of  Allmighty  God  and  the  Establishment  of  the  Protestant 
Religion  having  been  Enacted  there  formerly  and  disallowed 
by  his  Maty  in  1695  was  nevertheless  reenacted  in  1696  and  p-  12 
now  again  in  1699  without  any  materiall  Alteration  in  the 
thing  for  which  it  has  been  so  disallowed  this  obliged  us  fur- 
ther to  Offer  unto  his  Maty  that  the  sd  Act  as  Passed  in  1696 
might  be  disallowed  also  which  his  Maty  in  like  maner  has 
been  pleased  to  Agree  to,  And  it  is  accordingly  disallowed  (to- 
gether with  the  foresaid  Act  for  ascertaining  the  Laws  of  that 
Province)  by  his  Matys  Order  in  Councill  of  the  30th  November 
last  which  we  send  you  here  inclosed,  by  this  means  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  (Excepting  this  one  of  1696)  are  just  in  the  Same 
State  that  they  were  before  the  Assembly  mett  which  revised 
the  two  foresaid  Volumes,  &  you  may  further  observe  by  the 
Inclosed  Copy  of  a  Paper  presented  to  us  by  some  Consider- 
able Merchants  here,  and  that  there  are  other  strong  objec- 
tions agl  the  foresaid  Act  of  1696  beside  what  we  Offered  to 
his  Maty  thereupon 

But  now  the  better  to  avoid  any  Mistake  for  the  future  in 
things  of  this  kind  We  advise  you  to  be  mindfull  of  his  Matys 
Instructions  about  making  all  Laws  (as  much  as  Possible)  in- 
definite &  without  Limittation  of  time  and  against  the  reenact- 
ing  of  Laws  without  his  Maty  Express  Consent,  the  Consider- 
ation of  that  Instruction  &  the  Reason  of  it  might  have  helped  p-  »3 
to  prevent  your  mistake  upon  the  other,  and  to  this  we  Add, 
that  as  you  see  now  the  inconveniency  of  Passing  so  many 
Laws  of  Different  Kinds  by  one  Single  Act  wherefore  your  Care 
hereafter  must  be  not  onely  that  Each  Act  be  passed  Severally, 
but  also  that  different  matters  be  not  mixed  in  the  Same  Act, 
and  that  nothing  be  put  into  any  Act  (as  it  is  notoriously  in 
that  for  the  Service  of  Allmighty  God)  of  another  Nature  than 
what  is  agreeable  to  the  Title  of  it,  That  so  any  particular 
Matter  or  particular  Act  may  be  approved  or  disallowed  of  by 
his  Maty  without  Involving  others  that  have  noe  Relation  there- 
unto in  the  same  Determinacon 

Also  a  Paragraph  in  their  Lps  Lre  to  his  Excellency  of  the  3d 
of  December  1 700  viz' 

The  Acts  of  the  Generall  Assembly  of  that  Province  that 
you  have  lately  transmitted  to  us,  are  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr 
Attorney  Gen11  for  his  Opinion  thereupon  in  Point  of  Law,  and 
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Original  that  for  Religion  being  amongst  the  rest  when  they  Come  back 
journal.  tQ  us^  whatsoever  has  been  alledged  either  by  yorselfe  or  the 
Councill  of  Maryland  in  their  Letter  to  us  upon  that  Subject 
Shall  be  duly  Considered  in  the  mean  while  upon  Occasion  of 
p  T4  Acts  lying  either  with  the  Attorney  or  Sollr  Generall  you  will 
do  well  to  take  notice  that  it  will  be  for  the  Service  of  the 
Province  that  an  Agent  be  Constituted  with  Authority  and  In- 
struction from  thence  to  Solicite  the  dispatch  of  that  and  all 
other  Publick  business  wherein  the  Province  is  Concerned  the 
Charge  need  not  be  great  it  is  a  thing  done  by  most  of  the 
Plantations  and  Proves  very  usefull  to  them 

Upon  reading  of  which  it  Came  into  Debate  whether  all  the 
Laws  desired  to  be  in  force  should  not  be  reenacted  singly 
one  by  one  as  the  best  means  to  Obviate  the  Misfortune  that 
may  happen  by  his  Matys  Pleasure  in  disassenting  to  any  one 
Act  Enumerated  in  the  repealing  and  Confirming  Laws,  made 
last  Assembly 

In  Answer  to  which  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  house  that 
by  his  Matys  Order  in  Councill  of  the  30th  of  November  1699 
none  but  the  Laws  Enumerated  &  particularly  mentioned  in 
the  Act  Ascertaining  the  Laws  of  this  Province  were  thereby 
Repealed,  however  they  desired  to  have  Copys  of  the  sd 
Paragraphs  of  their  Lps  Lres  and  leave  to  consider  them  in 
their  house  which  being  given  them  they  took  leave  and 
repaired  to  the  House, 
p-  »s  Ordered  that  Notice  be  given  to  the  Justices  of  the  Sev- 

eral County  Courts,  That  every  June  Court  they  take  New 
Bonds  of  the  respective  Sherriffs  According  to  Act  of  Assem- 
bly and  Imediately  transmitt  them  to  the  Sec,ys  Office

Whatt  we  are  now  mett  to  consult  shalbe  proposed  and 
comunicated  to  you  in  the  usuall  method  of  Message  and  con- 
ference and  I  am  morrally  assured  you  will  never  faile  me  in 
those  good  Expectations  I  have  from  you  for  his  Maty5  Ser- 
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vice  and  the  good  of  the  province.     After  which  Mr  Speaker  Original 
and  the  rest  of  the  house  tooke  their  leaves  of  his  Excy     Mr  Journal-

The  Comittee  having  prused  and  Considerd  of  the  Laws 
afsd  find  that  in  June  and  July  1699  the  Assembly  findeing 
severall  good  Laws  and  usefull  for  the  province  perticu- 
larly  an  Act  for  Establishm'  of  Religion  with  divers  other 
Ennumerated  were  in  and  by  one  Law  then  passd  and  Con- 
firmd  to  stand  in  force  and  because  they  were  desirous  to 
reduce  the  Laws  of  Maryland  to  a  certainty  did  thereby 
declare  and  Enact  that  these  Laws  together  with  such  acts 
as  were  made  that  assembly  should  be  the  Laws  of  Mary- 
land and  none  others. 
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That  afterwards  to  witt  the  30th  of  Novemr  1699  his  Maty  Original 
was  pleased  to  repeale  the  Act  for  Establish m'  of  Religion  J°urnal- 
and    because    that   Law    could    not    be   absolutely  repealed 
without  repealing  the  ascertaining  Law  which  was  repealed 
alsoe  whereby  these  two  laws  were  repealed. 

That  after  that  viz  :  att  an  Assembly  held  in  Aprill  and 
May  1700  the  Assembly  haveing  notice  of  that  his  Matys 
repeale  made  a  new  Law  for  Establishing  religion  and  an 
other  law  repealing  all  Laws  made  before  the  Assembly  in 
June  and  July  1699  Except  sev"  Laws  in  that  act  Expresst 
and  enumerated  Confirmed  to  Stand  in  force  as  Laws. 

By  the  message  this  day  recd  from  the  honble  his  Matys 
Councill  they  seem  in  doubt  whether  this  last  law  repeal- 
ing and  Confirmeing  is  not  in  the  same  nature  as  to  the 
Confirming  parte  with  the  other  acertaining  Law  because 
if  it  should  be  his  Maty5  pleasure  to  repeale  any  one  of  the 
laws  thereby  Confirmed  he  will  not  be  constrained  on  the 
former  reason  to  repeale  this  Last  repealing  and  Confirm- 
ing Law  whereby  the  province  will  loose  the  benefitt  of  all 
the  other  laws  pticularly  sett  downe  in  the  last  Law. 

This  being  the  Difficulty  is  must  propound  this  question

Printed  reason  for  the  Conveniency  of  advancing  money 
for  the  paym1  of  Leavys  read  &c. 

A  paper  wrighteing  Entituled  some  modest  observacons 
on  reasons  offered  to  the  Assembly  why  all  County  Leavys 
and  pub.  Leavys  shall  henceforwd  be  paid  in  money  and  not 
in  tob°  read. 

This  Comittee  haveing  read  and  considered  the  reasons 
offered  for  paying  all  publick  dues  in  money  and  some  rea- 
sons offered  ag'  it,  both  wch  are  herewith  laid  before  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  house. 

Upon  the  Consideration  thereof  the  difficulty  appeares  to 
us  thus.  That  the  wealthy  parte  of  the  province  might  com- 
ply with  such  a  Law  and  that  it  might  in  a  great  measure 
advance  Trade  and  introduce  money  alsoe  yett  in  the  meane- 
time  the  poorest  pte  of  the  people  who  cannot  comd  it  from 
places  where  it  may  be  had  will  be  more  opprest  then  now 
because  they  will  be  under  a  necessity  to  purchase  money 
from  them  th'  have  it  at  wl  rates  they  will  sell  it  wch  difficulty 
we  cannot  advise  to  lay  them  under  absolutely. 

But  because  we  would  not  have  soe  good  a  mocon  totally 
rejected  but  endeavour  to  accomodate  the  matter  to  the  ability 
as  well  of  the  poore  as  rich  till  time  and  experience  shall 
ripen  us  for  further  Steps  therein  we  humbly  propose — 

That  if  the  Law  may  be  qualified  with  a  Liberty  to  those 
that  cannot  gett  money  by  a  certaine  Limitation  of  time  in 
each  yeare  to  pay  tob°  it  might  encourage  those  that  could 
gett  money  to  pay  publick  dues  in  it  if  they  thought  it  advan- 
tageous to  them  and  by  that  means  draw  more  money  in  and 
then  if  the  poor  could  with  their  moveables  gett  parte  of  it 
they  might  in  time  come  into  the  same  paym'  but  in  the 
meane  time  we  would  not  enjoyne  them  to  w'  at  present  ap- 
peares impossible  for  them  to  •pforme. 
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The  Scheem  of  wch  as  agreed  by  us  is  as  foil0 

That  the  Sherriffs  shall  be  obliged  to  receive  all  publick  PjJJJJjJ 
dues  either  in  money  or  tob°  at  the  Election  of  the  payer  pro- 
vided such  psons  tender  the  money  to  the  Sher.  by  the  first 
day  of  Iany  yearely. 

But  in  default  of  such  tender  thereof  att  the  time  afsd  then 
it  may  be  Lawfull  for  the  Sher:  to  execute  for  the  Same  as 
heretofore  he  used  to  doe  And  further  that  any  Debt  due  to 
him  from  the  publick  county  or  pish  shalbe  oblidged  to  take 
and  receive  the  Same  in  money  or  tob°  pporconably  to  the 
money  and  tob°  recd  by  the  Sherriff  and  the  tob:  to  be  vallued 
in  money  by  the  comissrs  in  each  respective  County  in  Novem- 
ber Court  yearely  and  all  publick  officers  fees  be  alsoe  pd  at 
the  eleccon  of  the  debtor  in  money  at  the  price  currant  soe 
as  afsd  annually  rated  every  Novr  Court  as  afsd  and  allsoe  all 
practitionrs  in  the  Law  in  any  of  his  Matys  Courts  of  this  prov- 
ince as  afd  be  oblidged  to  take  and  receive  their  fees  in  money 
at  the  prices  afsd  sett  or  in  tob:  at  the  election  of  the  Debtors, 
that  if  publick  officers  putt  not  their  list  of  fees  into  the  Sher- 
riffs or  other  hands  before  the  first  of  January  in  every  yeare 
the  pty  debtor  be  no  ways  oblidged  to  answer  the  Same  that 
yeare.

1.  That  the  prsent  Act  enjoynes  all  prsons  except  &c  to 
come  to  muster  at  the  times  appointed  and  on  failer  lyable  to 
a  fine  of  ioo£  tob°  for  every  neglect  of  wch  the  Capt.  is  Iudge 
and  th'  without  any  pay. 

2.  We  doe  not  finde  any  people  bound  to  attend  Musters 
more  strictly  then  here  in  times  of  peace  wch  seems  sufficient 
and  when  Warr  happens  measures  of  warr  must  be  taken. 

3.  The  Greatest  reason  why  the  Militia  seems  unservice- 
able is  not  Living  up  to  the  prsent  Law  the  neglect  of  wch  must 
be  principally  in  the  ComdIS  negligence  for  they  have  power 
to  sum0  and  if  disobeyd  can  fine  for  such  centempt. 

4.  Upon  the  whole  matter  we  see  no  better  expedient  to 
amend  the  present  condicon  of  the  millitia  then  by  putting  the 
law  allready  made  in  practice  by  enforceing  the  Comdrs  to 
there  duty  viz' 

The  frequent  calling  their  companys  together  as  the  law 
directs  and  taking  due  paines  and  care  to  instruct  and  traine 
them  that  are  able  to  pforme  their  duty  and  this  undr  penalty 
to  the  Comanders  as  well  as  those  comanded.

It  is  represented  as  Agreivance  that  whereas  many  psons 
haveing  Comissions  from  his  Excy  for  rangeing  after  wild  cattle 
and  horses  in  the  woods  and  forrests  and  under  that  ptence 
drive  away  severall  horses  and  Cattle  out  of  the  necks  and 
Lands  adjoyning  to  many  plantacons

The  said  Mr  Lloyd  and  Mr  Muschamp  leave  a  Transcript  of 
an  old  Book  of  Laws  made  Anno  Domini  wherein  is  a  Law 
stiled  an  Act  for  Port  Dutys  and  Masters  of  Ships  which  is  as 
followeth 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Lord  Proprietary  with  the  Assent  of 
the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  this  present  General  Assem- 
bly that  all  Vessels  whatsoever  not  properly  belonging  to  this 
Province  having  a  deck  flush  fore  and  Aft  coming  in  and 
Trading  within  the  Province  shall  pay  for  Port  Dutys  or  An- 
chorage half  a  Pound  of  Powder  and  three  Pounds  of  Shot  or 
so  much  in  Value  for  every  Ton  of  Burthen  to  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary and  his  Heirs 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  all  masters  of  Ships  and 
Other  Vessels  as  afd  coming  into  the  Province  to  trade  shall 
give  Bond  of  three  thousd  pounds  of  Tob°  within  ten  days

of  money  to  the  utmost  degree  of  what  we  have  or  cann  by 
any  ways  or  means  attaine  to  wch  with  trouble  of  minde  wee 
are  forced  to  acknowledge  will  not  amount  to  above  three 
hundred  pounds  wch  altho'  it  be  not  the  whole  sume  menconed 

Yett  it  is  all  we  have  or  cann  gett  and  by  wch  we  are  con- 
strained to  leave  some  just  debt  of  the  publick  unpaid  and 
our  selves  in  a  weake  State  of  defence  agl  our  cofnon  enemy 
the  Indians  who  are  daily  anoying  our  ffrontiers. 

And  because  wee  have  great  reason  to  believe  that  our 
neighbours  of  New  Yorke  has  not  used  us  fairly  in  their 
reprsenting  our  condition  to  his  most  sacred  Majesty  otherwise 
thn  what  it  really  is  and  are  well  assured  that  it  would  be 
much  more  for  his  Mats  Service  to  apply  the  said  money  and 
all  the  Strength  we  are  able  to  exert  to  the  defence  of  this 
his  Majtys  Province  of  Maryland  in  as  great  or  greater  danger 
then  New  Yorke  and  not  to  thm  who  are  much  abler  to  defend 
themselves  then  wee  and  frome  whose  fortifications  or  other 
strength  wee  cann  have  noe  manner  of  Safety  or  Securety. 

Wee  beseech  your  Excy  plainly  and  Sincerely  to  represent 
the  truth  of  our  condicon  to  his  Matys  imploreing  his  Matys 
Grace  and  favour  to  make  good  these  assertions  which  are 
plain  matter  of  fact  and  undoubted  truths. 

1.  That  the  Indians  of  New  Yorke  have  as  easy  and  open 
access  to  us  as  to  them  who  being  a  light  flying  wild  bar- 
barous kind  of  enemy  are  not  obliged  by  the  carriage  of  any 
baggage  or  artillery  to  keep  the  improved  roads  or  pass  by 
our  fforts  but  cann  easily  and  Suddenly  descend  upon  us  over 
the  unbeaten  and  unoccupied  mountaines  as  wee  have  found 
by  Experience. 

2<iiy  wee  have  severall  nations  of  Indians  on  our  ffrontieres 
some  between  us  and  New  Yorke  and  some  to  the  Westward 
of  us  wide  of  New  Yorke  and  some  amongst  us  who  are  fre- 
quently comitting  rapines  and  Murders  on  our  frontier  In- 
habitants to  secure  whom  as  well  as  the  province  in  Gen"  this 
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province  has  within  this  three  yeares  been  at  the  charge  of  Original 
many  hundred  thousand  pounds  of  tobb0  and  tho'  wee  have  J°urnal- 
for  this  last  three  or  fower  months  been  quiett  by  the  Winter 
Season  yett  wee  are  in  great  fears  of  new  Incursions  in  the 
spring  having  noe  assurance  of  their  faithfulness  to  us. 

3rdly  We  have  noe  means  of  raizeing  money  but  by  imposi- 
tion on  goods  Exported  and  imported  of  wch  comoditys  as  to 
the  exportacon  of  Tobb0  is  twenty  times  more  then  all  the  rest 
and  in  laying  anything  on  that,  wee  are  constrained  to  be  very 
tender  by  occasion  of  the  duty  payable  in  England  and  the 
Comon  that  is  thereby  advanced  to  the  merchant  to  whom  the 
same  is  consigned  for  Sale. 

4.  To  raise  money  by  Tax  on  the  Inhabitants  is  utterly 
impracticable  for  severall  hundred  familys,  nay  the  greatest 
parte  of  the  whole  province  have  not  five  Shillings  by  them 
nor  any  means  to  raize  it  because  their  is  very  little  among 
us  and  that  a  base  Coyne  that  is  not  currant  w,h  our  neigh- 
bours, nor  have  wee  any  liberty  yett  from  his  Majty  to  advance 
coyne  soe  as  to  introduce  it  among  us  by  means  whereof  the 
best  in  the  province  are  some  times  putt  to  streights  to  pro- 
cure money  for  their  travailing  pockett  Expences. 

5ly  This  Province  have  Severall  times  heretofore  been 
reduced  to  very  great  Extremity  and  danger  by  these  very 
nations  on  our  back  to  the  impoverishing  and  allmost  destruc- 
tion of  the  men  and  substance  of  the  province  which  wee 
allways  sustained  without  any  assistance  from  New  Yorke  or 
any  other  neighbour  Governm'  Except  Virginia  who  was 
equally  concerned  in  the  same  at  some  times. 

6thIy  The  great  charge  wee  have  lately  been  at  in  Raiseing 
money  and  Tobb0  to  build  Stadt  house  ffreeschoole  Church 
and  prison  on  a  new  seat  of  Governm'  at  Annapolis  has  putt 
on  us  another  great  burthen  and  is  not  yett  fully  discharged. 

7  That  it  may  be  considered  how  farr  our  money  will  com- 
pass the  designed  end  when  all  our  neighbours  (under  better 
circumstances  then  wee)  has  not  answered  their  proporcon 
and  how  discourageing  it  will  be  to  us  to  remitt  our  treasure 
and  Strength  to  New  Yorke  and  lay  our  nakedness  and 
defenceless  condicon  open  to  our  afsd  Enemys  while  our 
neighbours  retayne  their  strength  for  there  owne  defence,  and 
wch  wee  believe  it  the  best  service  to  his  Maj,y 

8ly  Lett  it  be  considered  that  two  thousand  pounds  of 
Tob°  *p  Yeare  is  one  with  another  what  every  labourer  makes 
in  this  province,  and  that  none  but  labourers  or  the  best  in 
the  province  cann  be  sent  to  make  up  the  Quota  of  men 
demanded  and  it  will  easily  be  found  (considering  the  inabillity 
to  us  of  raiseing  of  money)  and  the  duty  tobb0  pays  at  home 
that  the  maintaining  the  Quota  of  Men  menconed  will  ruin

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Original  this  province  in  one  yeare  and  lessen  his  Matys  revenue  more 
journal,  faen  double  the  sume  that  we  pay  besides  the  danger  of  this 
province  being  over  runn  and  destroyed  by  Salvages  in  the 
meantime.

ACTS 

Att  a  Sessions  of  Assembly  Begun  and  held  att  the  Port  of  Lib.  l.  l. 
Annapolis  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  On  the  Sixteenth  day  p  °'02I' 
of  March  Anno  Domini  1701/2 

An  Act  for  the  Establishm*  of  Religious  Worshpp  in  this  Prov- 
ince According  to  the  Church  of  England:  and  for  the  Main- 
tenance of  Ministers. 

For  as  much  as  in  well  grounded  Xpiom  cofnon  Wealths 
Matter  concerning  Religion  and  the  honour  of  God  ought  in 
the  ffirst  place,  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  And  honest 
Endeavour  to  Attaine  to  such  good  end  Countenanced  and 
Encouraged  as  being  not  only  most  Acceptable  to  God ;  but 
the  best  way  and  Means  to  Obtaine  his  mercy  and  blessing 
upon  a  People  or  Country.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the 
Kings  most  Excellent  Maty  by  and  with  the  Advise  and  con- 
sent of  this  present  Generall  Assembly ;  And  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same  that  the  book  of  Common  prayer  and  Administra- 
con  of  the  Sacraments  with  other  Rites  and  Ceremonys  of  the 
Church  According  to  the  use  of  the  Church  of  England ;  The 
Psalter  or  Psalmes  of  David.  And  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  therein  Conteyned  be  Sollemnly  read  by  all  and  Every 
Minister  or  Reader  in  Every  Church  which  now  is  or  here 
after  shall  be  settled  and  Established  within  this  Province,  And 
that  all  Congregations  and  Places  for  Publick  Worshipp  ac- 
cording to  the  usage  of  the  Church  of  England  within  this 
Province  for  the  Maintenance  of  whose  Ministers,  and  the  per- 
sons Officiateing  therein  any  certaine  income  or  Revenue  is  or 
shall  by  the  Laws  of  this  Province  be  Established  and  Enjoy  ned 
to  be  raised  or  paid  shall  be  deemed  Settled  and  Establish-  p.  402 
ed  Churches;  And  for  the  Encouragem1  of  ffaithfull  and 
able  Ministers  Labouring  in  the  Worke  of  the  Gospell  to  some 
and  reside  in  this  Province  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforesaid  that  a  Tax  or  Assesm1  of  Forty  pound  of  Tob°  *p  Poll 
be  Yearly  and  every  Year  Successively  Levyd  upon  every 
Taxable  Person  wthin  each  respective  Parish  wlhin  this  Prov- 
ince. As  they  have  beene ;  now  are  or  here  After  shall  be 
laid  out  Limitted  or  Appointed ;  by  Laws  of  this  Province ; 
And  enterd  upon  Record  As  the  said  fformer  Laws  therein 
did  Direct.  Which  said  Assessm'  of  fforty  pounds  of  Tobc  p 
Poll  shall  alwayes  be  Paid  and  Allowed  to  the  Minister  of  each 
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Lib.  l.  l.  respective  Parish  haveing  noe  other  Benifice  to  Officiate  in  ; 

No.  2.  presented  ;  inducted  or  Appoynted  by  his  Excellcy  the  Govern- 
our  or  Comanderin  Cheife  for  the  tyme  being  And  every  such 
Minister  is  hereby  Required  and  Enjoyned  to  Appoynt  And 
Constantly  to  Keep  a  Clerk  of  Such  Parish  Church ;  and  to 
pay  and  Satisfye  such  Clerk  the  Sufne  of  One  Thousand 
Pounds  of  Tob°  yearly  and  Every  year  out  of  the  said  ffourty 
p  Poll ;  And  to  prevent  all  illegall  and  Vnlawfull  Marrages  ; 
not  allowable  by  the  Church  of  England ;  but  forbidden  by 
the  Table  of  Marrages.  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforesaid  ;  That  noe  Minister,  Preist  or  Magistrate  shall  Pre- 
sume to  joyne  Together  in  Marriage  any  Person  whatsoever 
Contrary  to  the  Table  of  Marriage  ;  by  this  Act  appoynted  to 
be  sett  up ;  in  Every  Parish  Church  wth  in  this  Province ; 
Vnder  the  penalty  of  ffive  Thousand  pounds  of  Tob°  Nor 
shall  any  Person  fforbidden  to  Intermarry  by  such  Table  of 
Marriage  prsume  to  be  joyned  in  Marriage  Vnder  the  Like 
Penalty  of  ffive  Thousand  pounds  of  Tob°  such  Penalty  and 
fiforfeiture ;  on  either  side ;  to  be  made  to  our  Soveraigne 
Lord  the  King ;  his  heires  and  Successors,  for  the  uses  in 
this  Act  hereafter  menconed ;  And  to  prevent  Any  Lay  Per- 
sons ffrom  Joyning  any  Persons  in  Marriage;     Where  any 

p-  403  Minister  or  Prest  cann  be  had  ;  And  to  Assertaine  what  shall 
be  paid  for  Marriages;  Bee  it  likewise  Enacted  by  the 
Authority  Aforesaid ;  th'  in  every  Parish  where  any  Minister 
or  Incumbent  shall  reside  &  have  Charge  of  Souls  therein ; 
noe  Justice  or  Majestrate  being  a  Lay  man  shall  Joyne  any 
Person  in  Marriage ;  Vnder  the  Penalty  of  ffive  Thousand 
Pounds  of  Tob°  ffor  such  Offence ;  To  our  Soveraigne  Lord 
the  King ;  As  aforesaid ;  And  it  shall  be  Lawfull  to  every 
Minister;  To  take  and  receive  of  Every  Person  or  Persons 
by  him  Married  the  Sume  of  ffive  shillings  Ster  and  noe  more. 
Provided  such  Persons  come  to  such  Parish  Church  or  Chap- 
pell  at  time  of  Divine  Service  for  Solemnizeing  such  Marriage 
And  for  the  better  and  more  Effectually  collecting  the  said 
Duty  of  fforty  Pound  of  Tob°  p  Poll ;  And  paying  the  same 
to  the  uses  by  the  Law  intended  and  Appoynted ;  Bee  it 
Enacted  that  the  Sherriffe  of  each  Severall  County  shall  and 
is  hereby  obliged  to  Collect  and  gather  the  said  Assessm1  of 
fforty  p  Poll  of  the  Severall  persons  within  each  respective 
Parish  in  his  County  ;  in  the  same  maner.  And  by  the  same 
Authority  as  the  Publick  and  County  Levys  are  Collected; 
and  shall  pay  the  same  fforty  Pounds  p  Poll  to  the  Minister 
or  incumbent  in  each  respective  Parish ;  And  the  better  to 
Promote  the  Execution  of  the  good  Laws  of  this  Province ; 
soe  farr  as  Concerns  the  Respective  Parishes.  And  for  the 
more  Easey  Dispatch  of  Parish    Buisness ;    Bee   it   ffurther 
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Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and  w,h  the  Advice  Lib.  l.  l. 
and  Consent  aforesaid  ;  that  there  be  Select  Vestrys,  in  each  No>  2> 
Parish  of  this  Province ;  And  that  the  severall  Vestrymen  of 
the  Severall  Parishes  within  this  Province,  That  now  are  or 
hereafter  shall  be  Chosen,  be  such  select  Vestry ;  Of  which 
Vestry  the  Number  shall  always  be  Six  at  least.  Except  upon 
Death  or  Resignation  or  other  Discharge  of  any  of  them  ; 
according  to  the  Provision  herein  made,  To  that  purpose  And 
in  such  case  of  Death  or  Resignacon  or  other  Legall  Discharge  p.  404 
from  serveing  the  remaineing  part  of  such  Vestrys  shall  w,hall 
convenient  Speed  Sufnon  &  Appoynt  a  Generall  meeting  of 
all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parish ;  Who  are  ffree  holders 
within  the  same  Parish  ;  and  Contribute  to  the  Public  Taxes 
&  Charges  of  the  said  Parish ;  who  shall  by  Majority  of 
Voyces  Collect  and  Choose  one  or  more  Sober  and  Discreet 
Person  or  persons  freeholders  of  each  Respective  Parish ;  To 
supply  such  Vacansye  And  such  Person  or  Persons  soe 
Ellected  and  Chosen;  shall  take  the  Vsuall  oath  appoynted 
by  Act  of  Parliament  instead  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and 
Supremacy;  And  the  ffollowing  Oaths  viz.  I  doe  Solemnly 
Swear  and  Declare  that  I  will  Justly  and  truly  Execute  the 
trust  or  Office  of  a  Vestryman  of  this  Parish.  According  to 
my  best  skill  and  Knowledge;  wthout  P'judice  flavour  or 
Afifeccon  wch  said  Oath  at  the  Elleccon  of  a  New  Vestry  are 
to  be  Administred  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County; 
City  or  Place ;  where  such  Vestry  is  who  is  hereby  required 
and  Impowered  to  Administer  the  same.  And  upon  Elleccon 
Afterwards  either  by  A  Justice  of  Peace  as  aforesaid  or  the 
ffirst  Vestryman  who  is  hereby  likewise  required  &  Impowered 
to  Administer  the  same ;  And  each  person  soe  Elected  and 
Chosen ;  shall  likewise  subscribe  the  Test ;  And  alsoe  the 
Association  and  haveing  soe  Done,  and  not  before  shall  be 
Deemed  and  taken  as  one  of  the  Vestry.  To  all  intents  and 
purposes.  And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained  &  Enacted  by 
the  Consent  and  Authority  aforesd  that  Two  new  Vestrymen 
shall  be  Annually  Chosen  in  the  places  of  Two  Others  who 
shall  be  Left  out ;  To  wch  purpose  all  the  Inhabitants  of  every 
Parish  being  ffreeholders  within  the  same  Parish ;  And  con- 
tributeing  to  the  Publick  Taxes,  and  Charges  thereof,  or  such 
of  them  as  shall  think  fitt  to  Attend ;  shall  repaire  to  theire 
respective  Parish  Churches,  every  Year  Successively  upon 
Easter  Munday.  And  there  by  their  ffree  Choyce,  declare 
what  Two  Persons  shall  be  Discharged  from  their  being 
Vestrymen  ;  And  Chuse  Two  others  Qualify'd  according  to 
this  Present  Act ;  in  their  stead  &  Room  who  takeing  the  p-  405 
Oaths  and  performing  all  other  things  required  by  this  present 
Act  or  other  the  Laws  of  this  Province  for  Vestrymen  ;  shall 
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Lib.  l.  l.  be  Deemed  and  taken  to  be  members  of  the  said  Vestry ; 
'  To  all  intents  and  purposes.  Provided  alwayes  that  in  every 
Parish  where  any  Minister  or  Incumbent  is  or  shall  be  Law- 
fully according  to  the  Laws  and  usages  of  this  Province 
Appointed;  and  in  possession  of  any  Liveing  invested  wth 
the  40  p  Poll ;  and  resideing  therein  he  shall  Dureing  the 
continuance  aforesd  and  noe  longer,  be  one  of  the  Vestry  of 
such  Parish ;  and  Principall  of  such  Vestry ;  Although  there 
be  the  Number  of  Six  persons  or  more  beside ;  And  for 
keeping  a  faire  Register  of  all  such  Vestrys  proceedings  and 
for  Registring  of  all  births  Marriages  and  Burialls ;  in  each 
Respective  Parish.  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  advise 
and  consent  aforesaid.  That  each  Vestry  shall  and  is 
hereby  Obliged  to  provide  a  fitt  Person  for  a  Register; 
who  shall  at  all  times  keep  a  true  and  faire  Registry  of 
the  Sevall  proceeds  of  Such  Vestry  from  time  to  time 
in  Executeing  their  trust  and  Authority;  and  making 
just  and  true  entry's  thereof,  which  Person  soe  to  be 
Appointed  for  keeping  such  Registry,  shall  take  the 
Oath  substituted  in  the  place  of  the  oaths  of  Allegiance  and 
Supremacy  and  Subscribe  the  Test  and  Association;  and  alsoe 
an  oath  to  be  given  him  by  the  said  Vestry;  which  oath  the 
said  Vestry  are  hereby  impowered  To  Administer  accordingly 
for  the  due  and  ffaithfull  Executeing  his  said  Office;  before  he 
shall  be  Admitted  into  the  said  Office;  And  shall  make  due 
entry  of  all  Vestry  proceedings,  and  of  all  Births,  Marriages 
and  Burrials  (Negroes  and  Mullattoes  excepted)  That  is  to 
say  the  Christian  and  Sir  name;  with  the  day  moneth  and  year 
of  every  such  Births,  Marriages  or  Burryalls;  To  wch  purpose  all 
and  every  the  Inhabitants  of  each  Parish  that  are  either  Parent, 
Guardians,  Overseers,  Masters  or  Mistresses  of  any  person, 
borne,  Married  or  buried,  are  hereby  Injoyned  and  required, 
To  give  Notice,  To  the  Register  of  such  Parish  within  Two 
Moneths  after  such  Birth,  Marriage  or  Buriall;  and  pay  him 
six  pence  for  entrying  it  at  the  time  of  giveing  Notice  afore- 
said under  the  Penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds  of  Tob°  To  be 
forfeited  by  such  Inhabitants  Aforesaid;  Refuseing  or  neglect- 
ing as  aforesaid  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds  of 
Tob°  To  be  {forfeited  by  such  Register  refuseing  or  neglecting 
to  enter  it;  haveing  received  his  fee  for  the  same.  And  such 
Register  is  hereby  Obliged  To  shew  any  Person  or  Persons 
Reasonably  desireing  it  any  such  Register,  give  a  Cert,  of  any 
p.  406  Births,  Marriages,  or  Burialls  That  shall  be  reasonably  required 
of  him;  and  shall  have  for  his  ffees  from  such  person;  Six  pence, 
for  any  Search,  and  Six  pence  for  any  Copy  or  Cert  given  as 
aforesaid  and  noe  more;  hereby  Ratefying  &  confirming  as 
Vallid  all  Registers,  or  Entrys  of  any  Births,  Marriages,  or 
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Burialls  heretofore  made,  with  any  Clarke  of  any  County  lib.  l.  l. 
Court  according  to  the  direccons  of  such  Laws,  as  were  then  No-  2> 
in  force,  before  any  of  those  Laws  were  in  being.  And  that 
the  Register  of  each  Parish  may  be  enabled  to  performe  the 
Charge  hereby  required  of  him.  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Author- 
ity Advise  and  consent  Aforesaid,  That  if  there  be  any 
Vestry  of  any  Parishes  that  has  not  already  Provided  good  and 
Substantiall  Writeing  books:  well  bound  sufficient  for  regist- 
ring  such  proceedings,  in  according  to  the  direccons  of  the 
former  Laws:  that  in  every  such  case  of  such  neglect  or  omis- 
sion the  Vestry  of  such  parish  shall  at  the  Parish  charge,  Pro- 
vide such  book  or  books  wthin  Six  moneths  from  the  end  of 
this  Session  of  Assembly  under  the  Penalty  of  ffive  hundred 
pounds  of  Tob°  each  Vestryman  (the  Minister  only  excepted) 
neglecting  as  aforesaid.  To  our  Soveraigne  Lord  the  King, 
for  the  uses  within  menconed:  And  that  there  may  be  noe 
neglect  in  the  Vestry  of  those  Employ'd  under  them  in  the 
Lawfull  and  conscionable  Performance  of  theire  Severall 
charges.  The  said  severall  Vestrys  are  hereby  obliged  to 
meet  once  in  every  moneth,  or  as  often  as  need  shall  require 
upon  publick  notice  given  by  the  Principall  Vestryman  of  each 
Parish  To  Consult  of  the  methods  and  ways  of  performing  the 
severall  Authority es  reposed  in  them.  And  from  which  Vestry 
soe  Appointed,  noe  Vestryman  being  Personally  summoned 
shall  without  a  Lawfull  or  reasonable  Excuse  Absent  himselfe 
under  the  Penalty  of  such  fine  or  Mulct  as  the  residue  of  the 
said  Vestry  meeting  shall  Lay  upon  them,  soe  as  the  same 
never  Exceeds  One  hundred  pounds  of  Tob°  and  upon  default 
or  neglect  in  such  Principall  Vestryman  as  is  before  menconed 
to  Sumon  a  Vestry  when  there  is  need  for  one,  and  he  is  there- 
unto requested  any  other  Three  of  the  Vestry  or  if  there  shall 
happen  by  any  Accident  To  be  but  Two  of  the  said  Vestry, 
beside  the  prinicipall  Vestryman  resideing  in  the  said  Parish, 
such  Three  or  Two  shall  have  power  and  Authority  To  Sumon 
and  Appoint  a  Vestry  to  be  holden:  And  all  such  omission 
and  neglects  to  be  noted  in  the  Vestrys  Regr  of  proceedings 
And  any  forfeiture  thereby  incur'd  to  be  recovered  in  his 
Matyes  name  and  the  said  severall  and  respective  Vestrys  are 
hereby  further  Enjoyned  That  where  there  is  not  Tables  of 
Marriages  already  put  up  in  theire  respective  Parish  Churches, 
with  all  convenient  Speed,  and  within  Six  moneths  at  the  most 
To  procure  a  faire  Table  of  Marriages  Transcribed  and  sett 
up  In  theire  respective  Churches,  and  the  same  keep  continu-  p.  407 
ally  in  their  said  Churches  and  persons  being  thereby  informed 
what  Marriages  are  forbidden  may  avoyd  the  contracting  of 
any  such  unlawfull  marriages.  And  that  the  said  Vestrymen 
&  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of  every  Parish  being  free  holders 
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Lib.  l.  !..  within  the  same  Parish  and  contributeing  to  the  Publick  Taxes 
No>  2'  and  charges  there  doe  once  every  year  upon  Easter  Munday 
yearly  make  Choyce  and  Appoint  Two  sober  and  Discreet 
Persons  freeholders  of  their  respective  Parishes:  To  be 
Church  Wardens  for  that  year.  All  the  Inhabitants  of  every 
Parish,  being  freeholders  within  the  same  Parish  and  contri- 
buteing to  the  Publick  Taxes  and  charges  thereof.  Have  in 
Liberty  alsoe  To  vote  in  the  Choyce  of  Church  wardens  each 
Vestryman  Expecting  as  before  Excepted  being  under  the 
Penalty  of  Two  hundred  pounds  of  Tob°  for  neglecting  either 
to  procure  a  Table  of  Marriages  or  to  Appoynt  Church  War- 
dens; To  our  Soveraigne  Lord  the  King  as  aforesaid,  which 
Church  Wardens  soe  Chosen  shall  Take  the  usuall  Oaths. 
And  likewise  declare  on  his  Oath  to  be  Administred  unto  him 
by  the  Vestry  to  whome  power  is  hereby  given.  To  Admi- 
nister the  same  Accordingly:  well  and  ffaithfully  to  Execute 
that  Office  for  the  Ensueing  year:  According  to  the  Lawes 
and  Usages  of  the  said  Province  to  the  best  of  his  Skill  and 
power  and  untill  he  shall  be  thereof  duly  Discharged.  And 
any  such  person  or  persons  soe  Chosen  Church  Warden  or 
Wardens:  that  shall  wilfully  refuse  To  Serve  in  the  said  Office 
and  take  the  Oaths  aforesaid:  shall  be  find  one  thousand 
pounds  of  Tob°  To  our  Soveraigne  Lord  the  King:  And  the 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestry  are  Authorized  and  required 
To  take  constant  care  To  satisfye  and  pay  the  Parochiall 
charges  and  all  necessary  repaires  and  amendm,s  of  theire 
respective  Churches,  Chapells  or  Church  yards,  and  cause  the 
same  at  all  time  to  be  repaired  and  Amended  as  need  shall 
require:  out  of  such  gifts  goods  or  Chatties,  as  shall  come  to 
their  hands  for  the  Church  or  Parish  use :  and  the  payment 
of  with  Parochiall  charges.  All  the  ffines  forfeitures  and 
Mulcts,  by  this  Law  incurr'd  shall  be  Levyed  by  the  Church 
Wardens  in  each  respective  Parish.  And  by  them  accordingly 
Applyed ;  and  in  Case  they  shall  not  have  sufficient  Effects 
to  pay  Parochiall  charges  as  aforesaid  or  to  make  such  neces- 
sary repaires  as  is  required :  Then  and  not  otherwise  it  shall 
be  Lawfull  for  the  Justices  of  the  County  Courts  upon  Apply- 
cacon  of  such  parish  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens,  To  Assess 
the  respective  parishes  by  a  certaine  sume  of  Tob°  not  exceed- 
ing Tenn  pounds  of  Tob°  by  the  Poll  in  any  one  year :  which 
Assessm*  made  by  such  County  Court :  And  a  Certifycate 
thereof  under  the  County  Seale  shall  be  sufficient  to  the 
Sherriff  of  such  County  to  Levy  such  Tax  by  the  Poll  on 
the  Taxables  of  such  Parishes  in  the  same  maner  as  other 
Public  dues  are  Levyed  and  shall  not  deduct  above  ffive  p 
hundred  for  his  Sallery,  and  pay  the  same  to  such  Vestry  for 
the   use   aforesaid.     And   to   the   intent   that   this  Act  may 
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Answer  the  end  of  the  makers,  which  is  that  his  Matyes  Lib.  l.  l. 
Good  Subjects  of  this  Province  may  be  instructed  in  Reli-  **  °-g 
gion  and  therein  of  there  Duty  to  God,  his  Matye  and 
themselves,  And  those  pious  and  Exemplary  persons  that 
shall  Labour  therein  Suitably  provided  for  Bee  it  Enacted 
by  the  Authority  Advice  and  consent  aforesaid  ;  that  no 
Minister  or  Incumbent  shall  at  one  time  hold  more  then 
Two  parishes,  nor  Two  unless  by  the  desire  or  Agreement 
of  the  Vestry  of  the  said  Adjacent  parish  and  consent  of  the 
Vestryes  where  he  resides.  And  Appoyntment  of  the  Ordi- 
nary, and  where  there  are  not  or  shall  not  be  Ministers  in 
any  Parish  it  shall  and  may  be  Lawfull  to  the  Vestry  To 
provide  some  Sober  and  Discreet  person  as  a  Reader.  And 
to  present  him  to  the  Ordinary,  who  may  Sequester  part  of 
the  flforty  pounds  p  poll;  To  pay  him  for  such  Service; 
And  the  rest  to  be  Apply' d  as  the  Law  in  cases  of  such 
Vacancies  directs.  And  upon  such  Readers  takeing  the 
Aforesaid  Oathes  Appoynted  by  Act  of  Parliament ;  Sub- 
scribing The  Test  and  Association,  and  procureing  Lycence 
from  the  Ordinary  shall  and  may  read  Divine  Service,  Hom- 
illies  and  such  other  good  Authors  of  Practicall  Divinity  as 
shall  be  Appointed :  at  the  usuall  Times  in  such  Churches 
or  Chapp,ls  and  therein  shall  Demean  himself  according  to 
the  Lyturgy  of  the  Church  of  England  as  aforesaid :  And 
for  the  Preventing  of  Delayes  and  other  inconveniences 
which  might  happen  if  there  were  a  necessity  for  the  Expect- 
ing the  Attendance  and  presence  of  all  the  said  Vestrymen  ; 
And  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  the  doeing  of  any  thing  of 
Consequence  by  Surprize  by  a  small  number  of  them.  Bee 
it  hereby  Enacted,  that  the  ffirst  Tuesday  in  Every  Moneth 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  fixt  and  Assertained  for  holding  a 
Vestry  at  a  Eleaven  of  the  Clock  in  the  fforenoon  in  the 
usuall  place  for  that  Purpose;  without  any  notice  or  warning 
to  be  given  thereof,  at  which  time  and  Place,  the  major  part 
of  the  Vestrymen  then  present  (soe  as  such  Majority  be  not 
under  the  number  of  Three  prsons)  shall  be  esteemed  a  Vestry. 
And  shall  have  full  power  to  ordr  Direct  and  Act  in  all  things, 
by  this  Act  Appoynted.  To  be  done  According  to  this  Act 
as  a  Vestry ;  And  that  in  case  any  Vestryman  shall  remove 
or  with  draw  himselfe  from  the  Parish  or  Voluntarily  or  ffree- 
quently  neglect  to  give  his  Attendance,  and  Absent  himselfe 
from  the  Vestry  or  otherwayes  become  unfitt  or  Incapable  To 
continue  To  execute  the  said  Office  or  Trust,  that  in  any  such 
case  the  residue  of  the  said  Vestry  or  the  majority  of  them 
(soe  as  such  majority  be  not  under  the  number  of  Three  p.  4<*) 
persons)  shall  and  may  have  power  After  personall  Notice 
given  to  such  party  if  it  conveniently  may  be,  or  the  affixing 
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Lib.  l.  l.  of  a  publick  notice  upon  the  great  Door  of  the  Church  for 
No' 2"  three  Sevall  Sundays  Successively.  If  personall  notice  can 
not  be  given  without  great  Difficulty  charge  or  Delay,  of 
theire  Intentions  to  proceed  in  such  maner  To  remove  such 
person  from  being  a  Vestryman,  And  to  declare  his  Office 
voyd  to  Sufnon  a  meeting  of  the  Parishioners  Qualified  as  is 
above  Directed  for  the  Electing  another  in  the  place  of  such 
person  (who  shall  after  Allowing  a  reasonable  time  to  such 
person  to  make  his  Complaint  if  he  Apprehend  himselfe 
injuryed  not  exceeding  a  ffortnight)  Proceed  to  a  new  Ellec- 
tion  accordingly  And  that  there  may  not  be  any  appression4 
or  misapplycacon  of  the  publick  Revenue  by  such  Vestrys 
or  just  cause  of  Complaint  Against  them  in  any  of  theire 
proceedings  without  redress.  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Author- 
ity advice  and  consent  aforesaid,  that  all  and  every  Parish- 
oner  and  Parishioners  whatsoever  who  contribute  to  the 
Publick  Taxes  and  charges  of  the  said  Parish  shall  and  may 
require  the  Regr  herein  before  menconed.  At  any  reasona- 
ble or  Convenient  time  or  Times  to  give  them  an  Inspec- 
con  of  the  Vestry  books  and  Accompts  of  all  every  theire 
orders  and  proceedings.  And  shall  and  may  take  Copy 
thereof  paying  a  reasonable  ffee  for  the  same  according  to 
the  length  thereof,  and  the  trouble  of  Attendance.  And 
that  all  and  every  Person  and  persons  whatsoever  who  shall 
find  or  Apprehend  him  her  or  themselves  greived  or  Injuried, 
or  that  the  body  of  the  Parish  is  injuried  or  Appressed  by 
any  Acts,  Orders,  Rules,  Accounts  or  other  proceedings  of 
any  such  Vestry.  The  partyes  soe  injuryed  or  any  other  in 
their  behalfe  or  in  right  of  the  whole  body  may  from  time 
to  time  Appeale  for  Redress  against  all  and  every  such 
orders  Accounts  and  other  proceedings.  To  the  Governour 
or  Deputy  Governour  for  the  time  being,  and  Councill  of 
the  said  Province,  who  are  hereby  required  and  impow- 
ered  to  Examine  hear  and  Determine,  all  and  every  such 
Appeale  and  Complaints  for  Redress.  And  to  give  Re- 
dress as  they  in  theire  Judgm'  shall  think  Agreeable 
to  Justice  and  Equity;  and  such  their  order  Judgm'  and 
Decree ;  shall  be  finall  &  bind  all  parties ;  the  right  of 
Appeal  being  alwayes  Reserved  to  his  Matye  in  Councill  ac- 
cording to  the  Lawes  of  this  Province  Provided  alwayes  that 
every  of  his  Matyes  Protestant  Subjects  within  this  Province  ; 
Decenting  from  the  Church  of  England.  As  to  matters  re- 
lateing  to  the  Worshipp  and  Service  of  Almighty  God  And 
the  Decenters  Comonly  called  Quakers  in  all  matters  relateing 
p.  4«o  To  the  takeing  of  Oathes  and  all  protestant  Decenters  what- 
soever as  to  all  discharges  and  Exemplicacon  from  penaltyes 
or  forfeitures  upon  Ace'  of  theire  Desenting  Separate  meetings 
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or  other  matters  wherein  Tolleracon  and  ease  is  granted.  To  Lib.  l  l. 
protestant  Decenters  by  one  Act  made  in  the  ffirst  year  of  the  No-  2' 
reigne  of  his  present  Matye  and  his  late  Consort  Queen  Mary 
of  blessed  memory  Entituled  An  Act  for  Exempting  theire 
Matyes  protestant  Subjects  Decerning  from  the  Church  of 
Engld  from  the  Penaltyes  of  Cert  Lawes  ;  And  by  another  Act 
made  in  the  7th  and  8  years  of  the  Reigne  of  his  present  Matye. 
Intituled  an  Act  that  the  Solemn  Affirmacon  or  Declar  of  the 
people  called  Quakers  shall  be  Accepted  instead  of  an  oath  in 
the  Usuall  forme,  Shall  have  the  full  benefitt  of  all  Exemptions 
ease  and  Indulgence  by  the  said  Acts  granted  and  allowed  ac- 
cording to  the  True  intent  and  meaning  of  the  sd  Acts  they 
respectively  confirming  themselves  in  theire  meeting  and  As- 
sembling. And  all  other  things  to  the  ordr  &  rules  Enjoined 
by  the  said  Acts  wth  this  Alteracon  only  that  the  sevrall  things 
required  or  appointed  by  the  sd  Acts  to  be  done  by  or  at  the 
Gen"  or  Quarter  Session  of  the  Peace  or  any  other  Court 
w'soever  or  by  Two  or  to  any  one  single  Justice  of  the  Peace 
shall  be  done  by  to  and  at  the  respective  County  Courts  of 
this  Province  within  whose  Iurisdiction  the  matter  shall  fall 
out ;  and  before  to  or  by  the  Iustices  of  the  same.  And  that 
the  sevrall  places  used  for  Religious  Worshpp  by  any  such  De- 
centing  Congregacon  or  Assembly  shall  be  Certified  unto  and 
Reister'd  at  the  sd  County  Court,  in  the  same  maner,  as  is  by 
the  said  first  menconed  Act  appointed  to  be  done.  To  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocesse  The  Arch  Deacon  of  the  Arch  Deacon- 
ary,  and  the  Iustices  of  the  Peace  At  theire  generall  or  Quar- 
ter Sessions.  Provided  alsoe  and  be  it  further  Enacted,  that 
one  Act  made  at  a  Gen11  Assembly,  begun  and  held  at  the  Port 
of  Annapolis  the  26th  day  of  Aprill  1700  Intituled  an  Act  for 
the  Service  of  Almighty  God,  and  Establishm'  of  Religion  in 
this  Province  According  to  the  Church  of  Engl  &c  Bee  and 
is  hereby  repealed  and  made  a  voyd. 


An  Act  for  Preservation  of  Orphans  Real  Estate  p.  411 

Whereas  by  a  certaine  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province  en- 
tituled an  act  for  the  better  Administracon  of  Justice  in  Probat 
of  Wills  and  Granting  Administracons  recovering  of  Legacyes 
and  Secureing  Filiall  portions ;  yett  in  full  force  and  unre- 
pealed ;  Amongst  other  things  it  was  Enacted  that  all  Guardians 
of  Orphans  that  have  any  reall  Estate  in  Land  which  the  Or- 
phan or  Orphans  to  whom  the  same  belong,  Comitted  to 
them  (otherwise  then  such  whom  the  Testator  in  his  life  time, 
by  his  last  Will  and  Testam'  hath  otherwise  orderd  and  Dis- 
posed of)   Within  one  moneth  after  the  takeing  upon  him  or  her 
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Lib.  l.  l.  the  Guardianshipp  of  such  Orphan  or  Orphans  ;  shall  with  one 
No' 2>  Comr  of  the  said  County  where  the  Land  lyeth  ;  and  Two  other 
persons  of  good  repute  and  well  Skilled  in  Plantacon  Affaires 
neither  of  them  being  of  Kinn  indebted  or  Otherwayes  In- 
terested in  either  Orphan  or  Guardian  enter  into  the  sd  Land 
or  Plantacon  to  such  Orphan  or  Orphans  belonging ;  and  View- 
ing the  Dwelling  house  and  out  houses;  Lands  Orchards  and 
ffences  that  are  upon  the  said  Plant ;  And  then  and  there  the 
said  Two  persons  soe  qualifyed  as  aforesd  shall  take  theire  Cor- 
porall  Oaths  upon  the  holy  Evangelist,  by  the  sd  Com"  to  be 
Administred,  that  According  to  the  best  of  theire  Skill  and 
Judgm1  they  will  make  just  Estimacon  of  the  Annuall  value  of 
said  Land  and  Plant;  and  what  Dwelling  houses  out  houses 
are  upon  the  same ;  and  wl  repaire  they  in  ;  and  in  wl  part 
of  the  said  Land  they  Judge  the  sd  Guardian  may  be  further 
Permitted  to  Clear  upon  the  sd  Plant,  as  well  to  raise  the 
yearly  rent  soe  Valued  as  aforesd  As  alsoe  towards  the 
Yearly  charge  in  keeping  the  sd  Dwelling  houses  out  houses, 
Orchards  and  ffences  in  repaire,  and  soe  by  him  to  be  left, 
haveing  always  a  regard  to  leave  a  proportionable  part  both 
for  quantity  and  Quality  of  the  uncleared  land  for  the  benefitt 
and  Advantage  of  the  Orphan  and  heire  when  at  Age  ;  To 
possess  the  Land  or  Plant,  as  alsoe  the  maintainance  out  of 
the  same,  where  the  Profitts  of  the  Personall  Estate  be  not 
sufficient  to  maintaine  him  or  them  as  p  sd  Act  does  more  at 
large  appear  And  although  the  said  Law  be  a  good  &  bene- 
ficiall  Law  for  preserving  such  Orphans  Estates  as  aforesd  yett 
either  through  Negligence  or  selfe  Interest  in  the  said  Guard- 
ians or  want  of  a  penalty  to  inforce  the  Observacon  of  the 
p.  412  same  and  the  sd  Law  hath  hitherto  Taken  little  or  noe  Effect ; 
for  remedie  whereof  for  the  future  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the 
Kings  most  Excellent  Matye  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  this  present  Gen"  Assembly ;  and  the  Authority  of  the 
same,  that  every  Guardian  or  Guardians  of  any  Orphan  or 
Orphans  that  shall  Neglect  within  one  moneth  after  entering 
upon  his  her  or  their  Guardianshipp  aforesaid  to  doe  and 
pforme  what  on  his  her  or  theire  part  is  by  the  said  Act 
required,  shall  forfeit  the  sume  of  ffive  Thousand  pounds  of 
Tob°  and  any  Two  persons  in  the  said  County  liveing  being 
thereunto  Demanded ;  that  shall  refuse  or  Neglect  what  in 
the  sd  Act  requires  of  them  to  doe  and  pforme,  shall  forfeit 
the  sume  of  ffive  hundred  Pounds  of  Tob°  each  the  one  halfe 
thereof  to  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King:  the  other  halfe  to 
the  informer  or  him  or  them  that  shall  sue  for  the  same :  To 
be  recovered  in  any  Court  of  Record  within  this  Province,  of 
all  and  every  such  Person  that  shall  sue  as  aforesd  refuse  or 
Neglect  to  pforme,  what  by  the  said  Act  is  required     And 
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whereas  it  hath  been  Doubted  whither  in  Valueing  or  Esti-  Lib.  l. 
mateing  the  said  Orphans  Lands  and  Plantacons  in  the  said  °'  2 
Act  menconed  the  quitt  rents  To  the  Lord  of  the  same  are 
not  to  be  considered  and  Allowed  for  as  well  as  repairations 
and  other  things  in  the  sd  Act  menconed  ;  It  is  hereby  further 
Enacted  and  Declared  that  the  said  quitt  rents  ought  and  are 
hereby  declared  and  Enjoyned  to  be  considered  Deducted 
and  Allowed  upon  the  Yearly  Valuacon  of  the  said  Land. 
And  that  any  Guardian  aforesd  that  Neglect  after  such  Allow- 
ance made  of  the  same  in  the  Valuacon  of  the  said  Land,  and 
hath  not  paid  such  Quitt  rent  as  Aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  to  the 
Orphan  when  at  Age  ffourffold  the  value  of  such  rents  ;  that 
he  hath  left  in  Arrears ;  At  the  full  age  of  such  Orphan.  To 
be  recovered  by  Accon  of  Debt,  bill  ;  plant,  or  informaccon 
Wherein  noe  Essoyn  Proteccon  or  Wager  of  the  Law  to  be 
Allowed. 


An  Act  Prohibiting  horse  Raceing  on  Saturdays. 

For  as  much  as  frequent  horse  raceing  on  Saturdays  is 
found  by  Experience  to  tend  very  much  To  the  Prophana- 
con  of  the  Lords  Day  ffollowing  for  prevencon  whereof  for 
the  future,  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Kings  most  Excellent  Ma- 
tye,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  this  present  Gen" 
Assembly.  And  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  no  person 
or  persons  within  this  Province  Presume  to  make  a  horse  race 
and  Appoint  a  Certaine  place ;  Where  at  to  runn  their  horses 
upon  any  account  whatsoever  on  Saturday  under  the  Penalty 
of  five  Thousand  Pounds  of  Tob°  on  every  such  person  being 
soe  Concerned  in  such  horse  race,  whether  the  horses  be  their 
Owne  or  other  mens.  One  halfe  thereof  to  our  Soveraigne 
Lord  the  King  for  the  use  of  the  Parish  where  the  race  is 
runn :  The  other  halfe  to  him  or  them  that  shall  sue  for  the 
same;  To  be  recovered  in  any  of  his  Matyes  Courts  of 
record ;  Within  this  Province,  wherein  noe  Esoyne  proteccon 
or  wager  of  Law  To  be  allowed.  This  Act  to  Endure  for 
Three  years.  Mar.  23d  1701. 


An  Act  for  the  Releife  of  Kent  and  Calvert  Countys. 

For  as  much  as  all  the  Iustices  of  Quorum  of  Kent  County 
are  attending  as  Delagates  of  their  County  and  that  the  Court 
by  Adjournm'  is  near  at  hand  soe  thl  the  said  Justices  cannot 
Attend  there;  And  without  which  according  to  the  Commicon 
the  Court  cannot  be  Adjourned;  To  preserve  the  sd  the  Court 
therefore  from  falling  and  prevent  the  great  Damages  that 
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Lib,  l.  l.  thereby  will  Accrew  to  the  Suitors.  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the 
No<  2'  Kings  most  Excellent  Matye  by  and  with  the  advice  and  Con- 
sent of  this  present  Gen11  Assembly;  and  the  Authority  of  the 
same;  That  from  the  ffourth  Tuesday  of  this  instant  March 
1 701  being  the  24th  day  of  the  same  Moneth  the  County 
Court  of  Kent  County;  and  all  writts  Pleas  and  Process  re- 
turnable; To  the  same  shall  and  by  the  Virtue  of  this  Act  is 
Continued  and  Adjourned  till  the  first  Tuesday  in  Aprill  next 
following  in  as  full  and  Ample  maner  as  if  the  same  County 
Court  were  adjourned;  and  Continued  by  all  the  Justices  there- 
of: by  virtue  of  theire  Comicon  any  Custome  Usuage  or  Dire- 
con  to  the  Contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  Notwithstanding  and 
whereas  heretofore  on  complaint  of  Sevrall  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Province:  A  certaine  Act  of  Assembly  were  made  and 
Confirmed  the  26:  day  of  May  1697  Entituled  an  Act  Em- 
p.  4H  powering  the  Commissioners  of  each  respective  County.  To 
purchase  Lands  for  the  use  of  theire  Respective  Courts,  but 
in  the  sd  Act  the  Time  for  purchase  or  otherwise  gaining  such 
Tytle  according  to  the  Direccon  of  the  said  Law  was  Limitted 
to  the  Tenth  day  of  Aprill  in  the  same  year  which  is  long  since 
Expired.  And  the  Justices  of  Calvert  County  haveing  by 
there  Peticon  represented  to  this  Gen"  Assembly  That  upon 
Examinacon  into  the  Tytle  of  the  said  Court  house  Land  for 
the  use  of  the  County  they  find  the  same  very  deficient  and 
Vncertaine  though  they  have  been  at  vast  charges  in  building 
a  Court  house  thereon.  And  are  Excluded  the  benefitt  of  the 
sd  Act  by  the  Limitacon  of  time  therein  :  And  humbly  pray'd 
a  Suitable  releife  in  the  premisses;  In  tender  Consideracon 
whereof  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  Advice  and  Consent 
aforsd  that  the  sd  Act  of  Assembly  entituled  an  Act  impower- 
ing  the  Comr^  of  each  respective  County.  To  purchase  Lands 
for  the  use  o  theire  Respective  Courts  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
Extended  and  Apply'd  to  the  use  and  benefitt  of  the  Justices

Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Queens  most  Excellent  Majty  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Concent  of  this  Present  General!  Assem- 
bly and  the  Authority  of  the  same  That  one  Act  of  Assembly 
made  at  a  Generall  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  Port  of 
Annapolis  the  twenty  Eighth  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  Sixteen  hundred  ninety  nine  an  Act  for  limitation  of 
Officers  fees.  One  other  Act  made  at  the  same  Assembly 
Entituled  an  Act  for  Sumoning  Grand  and  Pettit  Juries  One 
other  Act  made  the  Same  Assembly  Entituled  An  Act  for 
ordering  and  Regulating  the  Militia  of  this  Province  for  the 
better  defence  and  Security  thereof.  One  other  act  made  the 
same  Assembly  Entituled  an  Act  for  raising  a  Supply  Towards 
the  defraying  the  Publick  Charge  of  this  Province  and  to 
prevent  too  great  a  number  of  Irish  Papists  being  Imported 
into  this  Province.  One  other  Act  made  att  a  Sessions  of 
Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  Port  of  Annapolis  Aprill  the 
Six  and  Twentieth  Annoq  Domini  one  thousand  Seven  hun-p.  426 
dred  Entituled  an  Act  for  Quietting  differences  That  may 
arrise  between  his  Majties  Subjects  within  this  province  and 
the  Severall  Nations  of  Indians  of  what  places  Soever  One 
other  act  made  at  a  Sessions  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at 
the  Port  of  Annapolis  the  eigth  day  of  May  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  one  Entituled  An  Act  for  laying  an  Imposition  of 
three  pence  *p  hogshead  on  Tobacco  for  defraying  the  publick 
Charge  of  the  Province  and  all  and  every  Article  Clause  and

An  Act  Impowering  a  Committee  to  Lay  Assess  and  Appor- 
tion the  Publick  leavy  for  this  present  year  Seventeen 
hundred  &  three 

Forasmuch  as  it  would  be  a  great  Charge  to  this  Province 
in  generall  for  the  whole  Assembly  to  Continue  Sitting  only 
to  Assess  and  proportion  the  Publick  Charge  for  this  present 
year  for  prevention  whereof  Bee  it  Enacted  by  the  Queens 
Most  Excellent  Majtie  by  &  with  the  advice  and  Concent  of 
p-  427  this  present  Generall  Assembly  and  the  authority  of  the  Same 
That  one  Burgess  or  Delegate  out  of  each  Respective  County 
and  one  out  of  the  Citty  of  St.  Maries  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  Empowered  and  appointed  a  Committee  to  Joyn 
with  some  of  her  Majties  honourable  Councill  to  Lay  and 
equally  Assess  the  said  Publick  Leavy  of  this  Province  that  is 
to  say  of  her  Majties  honble  Councill  The  honble  Robert 
Smith  Esqr  Col°  John  Hammond  and  James  Saunders  Esq" 
and  of  the  house  of  Delegates  Mr  Richard  Tilghman  for 
Talbot  County  Mr  George  Muschamp  for  the  Citty  of  Sl 
Maries  Mr  William  Watts  for  the  County  of  St.  Maries  Majr 
Thomas  Smyth  for  Kent  County  Mr  Samuell  Young  for  Ann 
Arundell  County  Mr  William  Parker  for  Calvert  County  Mr 
Phillip  Lynes  for  Charles  County  Mr  John  Hall  for  Baltemore 
Majr  William  Harris  for  Cecell  County  Mr  Thomas  Greenfield 
for  Prince  Georges  County  Mr  Jacob  Loockerman  for  Dor-

tobacco  more  than  what  is  Allready  raised  And  likewise  to 
apportion  order  &  pay  out  of  the  publiq  Treasury  of  this 
province  the  Sume  of  one  hundred  &  Sixty  four  thousand 
four  hundred  Thirty  Six  pounds  of  tobacco  and  Eighty  four 
pounds  Sixteen  shillings  &  ten  pence  Pd  to  the  Srall  psons 
to  whom  the  same  *hall  be  due  as  by  the  Journall  of  the 
Committee  of  Accounts  appeares  and  a  faire  Journall  of  all 
their  proceedings  to  Deliver  to  the  Clark  of  the  Assembly 
for  the  Satisfaccon  of  all  psons  therewith  Concerned  &c.

His  Excy  the  Govr  being  acquainted  by  Major  William  Dent 
Mr  Philemon  Lloyd  &  other  Members  of  the  house  of  Dele- 
gates that  a  sufficient  Number  of  them  were  assembled  at  the 
Stad'  House  but  that  Lieu'  Col.  Thomas  Smithson  the  Speaker 
of  their  House  was  very  Sick  &  not  able  to  come  to  this  Ses- 
sions was  pleas'd  to  direct  them  to  go  to  the  house  &  make 
choice  of  Some  other  fitt  person  to  be  their  Speaker. 

And  after  some  short  time  came  the  said  Mr  Philemon  Lloyd 
&  Majr  Charles  Greenberry  who  acquainted  his  Excy  that  their 
house  had  made  Choice  of  Major  Wm  Dent  to  be  their  Speaker 
And  desired  to  know  if  they  might  now  present  him  for  his 
Excys  Approbation  To  which  his  Excy  answered  he  was  ready  p.  2 
to  Receive  them. 

Then  came  the  Members  of  the  house  of  Delegates  &  pre- 
sented to  his  Excy  Major  William  Dent  for  their  Speaker  who 
thus  Addrest  himself  to  his  Excy  that  Alltho'  the  house  had 
been  pleas'd  to  make  choice  of  him  for  their  Speaker  Yett  he 
hop'd  &  pray'd  his  Excy  would  be  pleasd  to  direct  them  to 
make  choice  of  other  person  better  Qualified  for  that  weighty 
Trust  &  Service  from  which  he  desired  to  be  excused  as  al- 
together unfitting.  But  was  answered  by  his  Excy  that  he 
could  not  Disapprove  of  what  the  house  had  done  especially 
in  this  their  choice  of  him  Then  Mr  Speaker  in  the  Name  of 
the    province  did   intreate  his  Excy  that  all  her  Matys  Good

p.  r.  o.  Subjects  in  this  Province  might  be  Supported  &  protected  in 
their  lust  rights  &  Libertys  that  the  house  might  have  access 
to  his  Excy  on  all  Occasions  for  the  Service  of  her  Maty  &  the 
Province  And  Freedom  of  Debate  and  lastly  that  if  any  Mis- 
takes or  Misunderstandings  should  happen  He  prays  his 
Excy  will  not  attribute  it  to  the  house  but  to  himself. 

After  which  was  Administerd  to  the  said  Mr  Speaker  &  the 
Delegates  of  Assembly  the  Oaths  appointed  instead  of  the 
Oaths  of  Allegiance  &  Supremacy  And  the  Oath  appointed 
by  the  Act  made  in  the  first  Year  of  her  Matys  Reign  for  the 
Declaring  the  Alterations  in  the  Act  &c.  Which  oaths  the 
said  Members  took  before  his  Excy  the  Govrnour  in  Councill 
&  subscribed  the  later  together  with  the  Test.  After  which 
his  Excy  was  pleas'd  thus  to  bespeak  them.

Since  her  Maty  has  been  Graciously  pleased  to  entrust  me 
with  this  charge  I  think  it  proper  to  acquaint  you  I  have  long 
served  the  crown  with  a  Dutifull  Fidelity  and  have  allways 
been  a  true  Lover  of  my  country  under  its  Noble  constitution 
in  church  &  State. 

To  a  truely  honest  man  of  what  perswasion  so  ever  my  Ears 
and  Bosom  too  shall  be  ever  open,  for  good  Moralls  will  al- 
wayes  haue  a  just  Esteem  in  my  friendship,  and  awell 
grounded  sincerity  shall  never  be  denyed  a  rightfull  Clayme 
to  my  Protection.

As  our  gracious  Mistress  the  Queen  allowes  a  free  Tol- 
leraon  to  all  her  Protestant  Subjects,  within  this  Province,  you 
shall  have  my  concurrent  assistance  in  Every  thing  that  has 
vertue  and  religion  at  bottom,  not  Doubting  of  yours  to  punish 
all  sort  of  Prophaneness,  Immorality  and  faction. 

You  shall  haue  a  Scheme  gent  ot  those  Laws  her  Maty 
would  haue  amended,  and  of  others  to  be  Enacted,  worthy 
your  consideraon,  there  are  none  proposed  but  what  are 
thought  highly  necessary,  and  most  of  them  for  yor  Ease  and 
advantage,  What  concernes  my  selfe  I  hope  you'll  soe  farr 
concurr  with  her  Majestyes  good  intentions  towards  me,  to 
thinke  I  may  haue  as  faire  a  pretence  to  your  favr  as  my  Im- 
mediate predecessor. 

For  I  solemnely  assure  you  Dureing  my  Administration

Sacred  Majestyes  com",  as  likewise  an  ornament  to  your  coun- 
try, and  a  Satisfaction  to  those  which  shall  succeed  me. 

For  you  cannott  think  the  Place  where  I  am  att  p'sent  a 
healthy  situation,  or  a  place  fitt  for  agent"  that  bears  a  Publick 
Character. 

I  must  putt  you  in  mind  gent"  her  Majesty  would  haue  her 
Militia  here  soe  regulated,  and  Disciplined,  that  they  may  be 
of  use  to  the  Country  on  any  Emergency. 

I  likewise  recommend  to  yor  consideraon  the  renewing  of 
our  Treatyes  with  the  Indians,  that  such  of  them  asareusefull, 
and  honest  to  us,  may  be  incouraged,  and  hope  you  will  think 
and  advise  me  the  Properest  Methods  of  doein  git  Effectually.

Trusty  and  Well  beloved  wee  greet  you  well,  whereas  srall  in- 
conveniencyes  haue  arisen  to  our  Government  in  the  plantations 
by  Gifts  and  presents  made  to  our  Governour,  by  the  Severall 
Assembly,  Wee  haue  thought  fitt  hereby  to  Signifie  our  Express 
will  and  pleasure  that  neither  you  our  Governour,  Com- 
mander in  Chiefe,  or  president  of  the  Councill  of  our  Province 
of  Maryland  for  the  Tyme  being,  doe  giue  your  or  theire  con- 
sent to  the  passing  any  law  or  act  for  any  Gift  or  present  to 
be  made  to  you  or  them  by  the  Assembly,  and  that  neither 
you  or  they  doe  receiue  any  Gift  or  present  from  the  Assem- 
bly or  others  on  any  account,  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever, 
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p.  R.  o.  upon  Paine  of  our  highest  displeasure,  and  of  being  recalled 
from  thl  our  Government  (Except  onely  that  whereas  there  is 
noe  house  appointed  sett  or  apart  By  us,  for  our  said 
Govern'  and  the  Assembly  of  our  said  Province  haueing  upon 
the  arrivall  of  Coll  Blakiston  our  late  Governour  there  past  an 
act  for  Raiseing  a  further  Revenew  of  three  pence  *p  Hogs- 
head, as  an  additionall  allowance  to  him  for  his  present  Main- 
tenance,  dureing  his  Government  over  &  aboue  his  ordinary 
allowance  out  of  the  Duty  of  two  shillings  •p'hhd  upon  To- 
bacco Exported,  Wee  are  pleased  to  permitt  the  Assembly  to 
repass  the  like  act,  for  your  better  Maintenance,  as  alsoe  to 
assigne  you  a  house,  or  Rent  for  the  same,  provided  the  said 
Act  be  passed,  and  house  or  Rent  assigned  for  an  unlimitted 
Tyme,  or  dureing  your  continuance  in  that  Government 

And  wee  doe  further  direct  and  require  that  his  Decla- 
raon  of  our  Royall  will  and  pleasure  be  communicated  to  the 
Assembly  att  theire  first  meeting  after  the  Receipt  hereof,  and 
Entred  in  the  Registers  of  our  Councill  and  assembly  that  all 
persons  whome  itt  may  concerne  may  govern  themselves  ac- 
cordingly, Soe  wee  bidd  you  farewell,

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And  whereas  by  a  late  act  of  Assembly  of  our  Province  p.  r.  o. 
of  Maryland  Entituled  an  Act  for  Establishment  of  Re- 
ligious Worship  in  this  Province,  accordeing  to  the 
Church  of  England,  and  for  the  Maintenance  of  Ministers, 
It  is  amongst  other  things  Enacted  and  ordained,  that  the 
Vestrymen  of  Each  Parish,  and  other  persons  shall  before 
theire  Entring  upon  theire  respectiue  offices,  subscribe  the 
Association  made,  and  mentioned  in  an  act  made,  in  the 
Seaventh  yeare  of  the  Reigne  of  his  late  Majesty  William  the 
third,  Entituled  an  Act  for  the  better  secureing  his  Majestyes 
royall  pson,  and  Governement.  But  whereas  by  the  Death 
of  the  late  King  lames,  and  by  the  decease  of  his  late 
Majesty  King  William  the  third  the  subscribeing  the  said  As- 
sociation is  not  necessary  to  be  any  longer  continued,  such 
part  thereof  as  relates  to  the  Support  and  Defence,  and  Suc- 
cession of  the  Crowne  therein  mentioned,  being  more  fully 
provided  for,  by  the  aforesaid  oath  in  aforementioned  act  En- 
tituled an  act  to  declare  the  alteraons  in  the  oath  appointed 
&c.  and  its  accordingely  thereby  Enacted,  that  so  much  of 
the  afd  act,  of  the  Seaventh  yeare  of  his  late  Majesty  King 
William  the  third,  as  relates  to  the  said  association  therein 
contained,  or  the  requireing  any  officer,  or  other  psons  in  the 
said  act  mentioned  to  Subscribe  the  Same,  or  the  Enacting 
any  forfeitures,  penaltyes,  incapacityes,  or  Disabilityes  upon 
any  person  for  the  neglect,  or  refusall  to  subscribe  the  same, 
or  that  requires  any  Court  or  Courts  to  tender  the  said  As- 
sociation be  and  are  declared  to  be  void  and  of  noe  Effect,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  You  are  therefore  to 
moue  the  generall  Assembly  of  our  Province  of  Maryland 
that  an  act  be  there  passed  in  like  Mannr  to  declare  the  As- 
sociation to  be  Determined,  and  to  Annull  the  obligaon  that 
lyes  upon  any  pson  there  to  take  the  Same,  either  by  the  fore- 
mentioned  act  Entituled  an  Act  for  the  Establishm'  of  Reli- 
gious Worship  in  this  Province,  accordeing  to  the  Church  of 
England,  and  for  the  Maintenance  of  Ministers  or  any  other 
act  heretofore  passed  in  our  said  province  whatsoever,  and 
that  itt  may  be  the  better  understood  what  act  and  Laws  are 
in  force,  in  our  said  Province  of  Maryland  you  are  with  the 
councill  there  to  take  care,  that  all  Laws  now  in  force  be  re- 
vised and  considered. 

And  if  there  be  any  thing  either  in  the  matter  or  Stile  of 
them,  which  may  be  retrenched,  or  altered,  you  are  to  re- 
present the  same  unto  us  with  your  opinion  touching  the  said 
Laws  now  in  force  (whereof  you  are  to  send  a  compleat  body 
unto  us,  and  to  our  Com"  for  trade  and  plantations  with  such 
alteraons  as  you  shall  think  fitt,  to  the  End  our  approbation  or 
Disallowance  may  be  Signified,  there  upon 
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p.  r.  o.  With  this  her  Majesties  Instructions  his  Excy  recomends  to 
you  the  Explanatory  observations  from  the  R'  honble  the 
Comrs  of  Trade  and  Plantations  herewith  sent  you. 

2d  You  are  to  obserue  in  the  passing  of  Laws  that  the 
Style  of  Enacting  the  Same  be  by  the  Governour  Councill  & 
assembly,  and  noe  other,  You  are  alsoe  as  much  as  possibly  to 
obserue  [sic]  in  the  passing  of  all  Laws,  that  whatever  may  be 
requisite,  upon  each  different  matter  be  accordingly  provided 
for  by  a  different  Law,  without  intermixing  in  one  and  the 
same  act  such  things  as  haue  noe  proper  relaon  to  each 
other,  and  you  are  more  Especially  to  take  care  th'  noe  clause 
or  clauses  be  inserted  in,  or  annexed  to  any  act  which  Shall 
be  forraigne  to  what  the  Title  of  such  respectiue  acts  imports. 

3.  You  are  to  take  care  that  in  all  acts  or  orders  to  be 
passed  within  that  our  Province,  in  any  case  for  Levying 
money  and  imposeing  fines  and  penaltyes  express  mention  be 
made  that  the  same  is  granted  or  reserued  to  us  our  heirs  and 
and  Successors  for  the  Publick  uses  of  that  our  Province,  and 
the  Support  of  the  Governement  thereof,  as  by  the  said  act  or 
order  shall  be  directed 

4.  and  wee  doe  particularly  require  and  cofnand  that  noe 
money  or  vallue  of  money  whatsoever  be  given  or  granted  by 
act  or  order  of  Assembly  to  any  Govern1"  Lieuetenn1  Govern' 
or  Commander  in  Chiefe  of  our  said  Province,  wch  shall  not 
accordeing  to  the  state  of  acts  of  Paliament  in  England  be 
mentioned  to  be  given  and  granted  unto  us  with  the  humble 
desire  of  such  assembly,  that  the  same  be  applyed  to  the  use 
and  behoofe  of  such  Governour,  Lieuetennant  Govern'  or  com- 
mander in  chiefe,  if  we  shall  think  fitt.

support  and  maintenance  in  the  said  Governem*  are  graci- 
ously pleased  and  doe  hereby  direct,  that  if  the  Generall  As- 
sembly of  our  Province  shall  pass  an  act  for  Settling  upon  us 
the  whole  Duty  of  three  pence  p  hhd,  dureing  yor  continu- 
ance in  the  said  Governement  or  for  longer  Tyme,  You  may 
(in  that  case)  receiue  and  take  the  same  unto  yor  own  use, 
over  and  aboue  the  three  fourth  parts  of  the  forementioned 
Moyety  of  two  shills  p  hhd,  as  before  directed.

Servants,  as  by  Law  is  directed,  and  th'  they  appearein  Armes 
att  all  such  tymes  as  they  shall  be  required. 

1 2 :  and  whereas  there  is  noe  power  given  you  by  yor 
Com11  to  Execute  Martiall  Law  in  tyme  of  peace,  upon  Soldiers 
in  Pay,  and  that  nevertheless  itt  may  be  necessary,  th*  some 
care  be  taken  for  the  keeping  of  good  discipline  amongst 
those,  that  wee  may  att  any  tyme  think  fitt  to  send  (which 
may  properly  be  provided  for  by  the  Legislatiue  power  of  the

of  England  but  may  be  apply'd  to  the  uses  menconed  in  the 
bill  for  Regulating  Ordinarys  &c.  if  the  Governor  &  Councill 
think  fitt. 
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p.  r.  o.  Of  this  Report  his  Exncy  desires  the  Opinion  of  the  Gent 
of  the  Councill  &  first  of  Mr  Coursey  Who  says  he  conceives 
the  Act  of  parliam1  of  22d  &  23d  of  King  Charles  the  Second 
do  not  extend  to  this  province  because  that  the  Taxes  &  Sub- 
sidys  which  are  raised  in  England  are  not  levyed  in  Ireland 
altho'  a  plantacon  Depending  upon  England  untill  they  are 
assessd  by  a  particular  Law  of  that  Kingdom  And  that  wee 
have  severall  Laws  of  this  province  of  the  same  nature  which 
were  never  denyed  in  England. 

Mr  Sanders  is  of  opinion  that  those  Lycenses  having  been 
settled  formerly  by  severall  Acts  of  Assembly  in  this  province 
by  the  Royall  Authority  &  Consent  &  not  otherwise  the  profitt 
Arising  thereon  ought  not  to  be  applyed  to  any  use  but  what 
her  Ma,y  shall  be  Graciously  pleasd  to  assent  to  being  Inher- 
ent in  her  Maty  &  of  her  Royall  prerogative  to  lycense  or 
inhibitt. 

Col0  Lloyd  is  of  opinion  the  Ordinary  Lycenses  may  be 
Disposed  of  by  the  Govr  Councill  &  Assembly.

Wee  haue  read  and  deliberately  considered  of  what  your 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  say  to  us  att  the  opening  of  this 
sessions,  and  wee  are  well  Satisfied,  th'  you  haue  long  and 
faithfully  serued  the  Crowne,  like  a  true  English  gent,  &  th' 
giues  us  the  full  Assurance  th'  you  will  continue  to  doe  soe, 
in  being  a  good  and  Just  Governour  to  us,  andth'  Everyman 
of  honesty  &  good  moralls  will  find  itt 

Wee  haue  taken  care  to  haue  the  Laws  touching  Religion  p-  7 
and  for  discourageing  immorality  and  Prophaness  Examined, 
and  as  soone  as  itt  can  be  considered,  wee'll  humbly  offer  our 
thoughts  thereon,  And  the  same  Methods  wee  shall  obserue 
about  the  Militia. 

Wee  shall  be  ready  to  consider  those  Laws  her  Sacred 
Majesty  would  haue  amended  or  enacted,  whereof  your  Ex- 
cellency is  pleased  to  say  Wee  shall  haue  a  Scheme,  Wee'll 
propose  &  advise  to  the  best  of  our  understanding,  being 
assured  that  our  princely  Queen  has  noething  more  firmely 
in  her  princely  Thoughts  than  the  Happiness  of  her  King- 
domes  and  Dominions,  and  therefore  with  Cheerfull  and  Glad 
harts,  wee  haue  by  the  bill  herewith  transmitted  recognized 
her  Majesty  our  most  Gracious  Soveraigne,  prayeing  to  God 
long  to  continue  and  prosper  her  Raigne,  over  us,  and  as  to 
what  concerns  yor  Excellency  wee  hope,  the  bill  herewith  sent 
to  waite  upon  the  former  will  giue  yor  Excy  full  assurance  that 
wee  haue  as  great  a  vallue  for  you,  as  for  any  of  yor  prede- 
cessors, which  wee  haue  passed  with  one  voice,  and  Desire 
yor  Excellency  to  accept,  as  a  token  of  our  hearty  Thanks. 

As  to  the  building  a  house  for  her  Majestyes  Governour, 
wee  shall  direct  measures  to  bee  taken  for  proceeding  therein 
and  must  pray  time  to  consider  of  itt,  that  itt  may  be  soe 
ordered,  as  to  answer  the  End  its  done  for. 

And  here  wee  pray  leaue  to  acquaint  your  Excy  that  the 
Commodores  resolution  of  soe  suddaine  a  departure  putts 
ships  upon  a  hurry  of  goeing,  and  that  necessaryly  requires 
most  to  be  att  home  to  settle  theire  affaires  with  them  & 
therefore  wee  desire  to  know  whether  yor  Excellency  would 
haue  us  to  proceed,  to  all  these  weighty  matters  mentioned 
to  us,  or  whether  wee  shall  discharge,  the  most  necessary  & 
Emergent  of  them  now,  and  referr  the  Rest  to  amore  con- 
venient tyme. 

Wee  cannott  tell  what  to  advise  as  to  the  Indians,  till  the 
former  Treaties  with  them,  are  laid  before  us,  and  therefore 
pray  to  haue  coppyes  of  them 
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p.  r.  o.  Sr 

Wee  are  fully  satisfied  in  the  assurance  you  are  pleased  to 
giue  us  of  your  just  and  generous  Administraon,  and  alsoe 
of  yor  resolution  to  protect  us,  in  our  lawfull  rights  and  im- 
munities and  hope  you  shall  alwayes  find  us  an  honest  and 
sincere  people,  and  wee  pray  God  bless  your  Excy,  and  all 
yours  among  us,  and  make  your  Governement  long  and 
happy  over  us.

my  Roorne,  and  I  that  haue  soe  great  a  Veneration  for  you, 
and  yor  ease  and  Governement,  doe  assure  you,  if  itt  had 
been  att  my  owne  Election,  I  could  not  haue  wished  you  a 
person  of  more  strict  honour  and  justice,  and  the  best  nat- 
urall  Disposition  you  would  hope  for,  The  foure  years  I 
had  the  happiness  to  be  amongst  you  I  am  not  conscious

When  I  came  from  Maryland  the  Councill  ordered  Mr 
Plater   to    send   by  for   one   hundred   pounds   out 

of  the  Queens  three  pence  for  armes,  for  which  I  haue  pur- 
chased one  hundred  Musquetts,  which  comes  to  one  hundred 
pounds ;  there  is  some  thousands  of  Flints,  with  the  cases, 
which  comes  to  about  three  pence  more,  fifty  of  the  said 
Armes  were  about  three  moneths  agoe  putt  on  board  Andrew 
Senhouse,  and  the  other  fifty  Collonell  Seymour  carryes  with 
him. 

As  to  the  affaire  of  New  Yorke,  which  the  Assembly  agreed 
to,  the  March  before  I  came  away,  I  haue  fully  discoursed  the 
Lords  of  Trade  about  itt,  and  you  need  not  be  under  any 
apprhensions  of  paying  any  of  your  Quota,  unless  Virginia, 
or  the  adjacent  Neighbours  of  Pensilvania  Clubb  Theirs,  wch 
I  am  confident,  the  latter  will  never  be  reconciled  to,  &  I 
believe  Virginia  will  never  assent  to 

The  Navigation  Bonds  Coll  Seymour  with  my  selfe  haue  p.  9 
taken  a  great  deale  of  paines  to  represent  in  its  true  light, 
but  all  has  proued  in  Effectuall,  for  some  great  men  att  the 
Helme,  will  not  as  yett  countenance  itt,  I  know  not  what 
tyme  may  produce  but  my  endeavours  shall  not  be  wante- 
ing,  att  all  tymes  to  compass  itt,  Your  Land  law  was  pressed 
very  hard  before  the  Lords  of  Trade  to  be  repealed,  but  CoH 
Seymour,  Mr  Loyd  and  my  selfe  appeared  there  and  ob- 
structed itt,  with  some  Difficulty  Mr  Phil  Loyd  was  very 
actiue  in  itt.

Collonell  Blakiston  late  Govr  of  Maryland  did  with  his 
letter  of  the  sixteenth  of  August  sixteen  hundred  ninety  nine, 
transmitt  to  the  Comrs  for  trade  and  plantaons,  a  collection 
of  the  revised  acts  of  that  Province  in  two  Books,  the  one 
entituled  perpetuall  Laws,  without  Limitaon,  the  other  Laws 
made  in  July  1699,  intimateing  withall,  that  Sev"  former  acts, 
were  thereby  continued  and  others  altered 

In  the  said  booke  of  Laws  made  in  July  1699  there  is  an 
act  for  ascertaineing  the  Laws  of  that  Province,  by  wch  the 
act,  past  that  Sessions,  together  with  such  former  acts  whereof 
a  List  is  there  inserted,  are  declared  &  Enacted  to  be  the 
onely  Laws  of  th*  Province,  and  all  others  formerly  made  are 
thereby  repealed 

This  method  has  been  judged  irregular  because  the  vallidity 
of  all  the  Laws  of  the  Province,  are  thereby  made  to  depend 
upon  this  one  Single  act,  whereas  Each  of  them  ought  to 
have  been  Enacted  Separately,  that  soe  they  might  haue  been 
Singly  either    confirmed  or  Disallowed  by  her   Majesty  as

R.  o.  should  haue  been  fitting,  hereupon  the  act  ascertaineing  the 
Laws  of  this  Province  has  been  repealed  and  thereby  its  con- 
cerned that  not  onely  the  new  laws  of  the  Sessions,  but  also 
the  former  Laws  soe  far  as  they  were  altered  in  thl  revision 
and  doe  depend  on  this  act  are  all  sett  aside,  soe  that  the  Old 
laws,  as  they  stood  before  that  revision,  and  the  passing  of 
the  said  act  did  thereupon  revise 

But  whereas  its  probable  that  the  Assembly  in  reviseing 
the  Laws  as  aforesd  did  make  many  alteraons,  which  may,

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p.  r.  o.  lyeing  between  Rehobath  Bay,  the  Indian  River,  and  Assa- 
warmett  inlett  Creeke  or  River 
p«  l9  The  said  Land  haueing  ever  been  accounted  to  belong 
unto  the  Workhills  now  called  Sussex,  on  the  Eleaventh  day 
of  May  1677  there  was  awarrant  from  the  Court  of  the  then 
Workhills  County,  six  hundred  and  Eighty  acres  of  Land 
Survd  and  Layed  by  one  Cornelius  Vehoof  the  then  Survr  to 
Capt.  Nathan  Walker,  on  the  South  side  of  Rehobath  Bay 
called  Cedar  Neck,  and  on  or  about  the  11th  day  of  October 
1678  the  said  Captaine  Walker  makeing  applicaon  to  Sir 
Edmond  Andros,  the  then  Govr  of  New  York  and  Dellaware 
River  and  Bay,  And  for  a  pattent  of  confirmation  of  the  said. 
Land  taken  up,  and  Surveyed  as  afd,  the  said  Governr  ordered 
his  Secretary  Captaine  Nichols  to  informe  the  Justices  of  the 
Workhill  County  that  it  was  the  Govrs  Pleasure  the  said  Cap" 
Walker  should  haue  a  Pattent  for  the  said  Land  as  requested 
in  case  itt  should  be  certified  by  the  said  Court,  y4  itt  was  not 
already  granted  or  possessed  by  any  other 

Severall  other  persons  inhabitants  of  the  sd  County  alsoe 
tooke  up  Land,  and  peaceably  Enjoyed  the  same  without  any 
lett,  hindrance  or  molestaon  from  the  Lord  Baltemore,  or  any 
claymeing  by,  from,  or  under  him 

In  the  yeare  1682  Wm  Penn  Esqr  Propry  &  Govr  of  the 
Province  of  Pensilvania  obtained  a  grant  from  the  then  Kings 
Dearest  Brother  James  Duke  of  Yorke  for  the  County's  of 
New  Castle,  Kent,  Sussex  now  soe  called,  and  in  the  said 
yeare,  came  over  unto  this  Governem'  and  haueing  gone 
downe  in  pson,  and  viewed  the  Southernmost  bounds  of  the 
Workhills,  now  called  Sussex  County  did  on  the  fourth  day 
of  May  1683  by  his  warrant  under  his  hand  and  Seale, 
directed  to  the  then  Survr  or  his  Deputy  require  him  to 
Survey  and  lay  out  for  the  said  Duke  of  Yorke  Tenn  Thou- 
sand acres  of  Land  for  a  Mannr  upon  the  North  side  of 
Assawarmett  River,  and  Inlett,  and  alsoe  by  another  like 
warrant  of  the  same  date  commanded  then  Survr  to  lay  out 
for  himselfe  the  said  Propry  all  the  rest  of  the  Land  lyeing 
between  the  Dukes  Mannr  &  Rehobath  Bay,  both  which  were 
actually  surveyed  and  layed  out  by  Joshua  Blackstead,  the 
then  Deputy  Surveyor  in  the  moneth  of  October  1683 

Soone  afterwards  differences  ariseing  between  the  two 
proprys  the  Lord  Baltemore  and  William  Penn  Esquire  about 
the  bounds  of  theire  grants,  as  well  to  the  Southward  as  to 
the  Northward,  the  said  Difference  was  laid  before  the  King 
and  Councill  the  13th  November  1685,  &  by  them  committed 
to  the  honble  the  Lords  Com"  for  trade  and  Forreigne 
plantaons ;  Upon  whose  Reporte  it  was  ordered  by  the  King 
p.  20  in  Councill,  that  for  according  of  further  differences,  the  Tract 
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of  Land  lyeing  between  the  River,  &  Bay  of  Dellaware,  and  p.  k.  o. 
the  Easterne  Sea,  on  the  one  side,  and  Cheasepeake  Bay  on 
the  other,  be  divided  in  two  Equall  parts  by  a  Line  from  the 
Latitude  of  Cape  Henlopen,  to  the  fortyeth  degree  of  North- 
erne  Latitude,  and  that  one  halfe  thereof  lyeing  towards  the 
Bay  of  Dellaware,  and  the  Easterne  Sea,  be  adjudged  to  be- 
long to  his  Majesty,  and  that  the  other  halfe  remaine  to  the 
Lord  Baltemore  as  comprized  within  his  charter,  and  that  the 
said  Lands  be  forthwith  divided  accordingly,  whereof  the  said 
Lord  Baltemore,  and  William  Penn  Esqr  together  with  their 
respectiue  officers,  and  all  others  whome  itt  may  concerne  were 
to  take  notice,  and  giue  due  and  ready  obedience  thereunto, 
as  the  said  order  fully  expresseth 

Now  if  itt  be  alleadged  that  Cape  Henlopen  mentioned  in  the 
said  order  of  the  King  and  councill,  &  Cape  Inlopen  are  the 
same,  wee  answer  that  then  there  had  been  noe  need  for  the 
King  and  Councill  to  haue  mentioned  the  Easterne  Sea,  but  its 
certaine  that  Cape  Henlopen  was  understood  to  be  consider- 
ably to  the  Southward  of  Cape  Inlopen,  as  by  the  printed 
Mapp,  that  was  then  layed  before  the  King  and  Councill,  and 
particularly  by  a  Line  drawne  att  the  tyme  on  the  said  Mapp, 
beginning  at  the  said  Cape  Henlopen  does  appeare 

Sometime  after  the  aforesaid  order  of  the  King  in  Councill 
for  the  decideing  of  the  Difference  between  the  two  proprs,  the 
Comrs  of  Propry  authorized  to  grant  warrant  and  pattents  for 
Lands  by  William  Penn  Esquire  in  his  Province  and  Territo- 
ryes,  were  pleased  to  grant  severall  parcells  of  Land,  unto  Some 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Sussex,  out  of  the  Tract  of 
Land,  that  was  taken  up  for  our  said  Propry  William  Penn 
Esquire,  in  Cedar  Neck,  and  particularly  six  hundred  acres,  to 
William  Clarke  junr,  both  which  said  parcells  of  Land  were 
Seated,  and  great  improvements  made  thereon,  and  they  and 
theire  assignes  possessed  and  Enjoyed  the  Same  peaceably  for 
severall  years

restrained  to  the  Kingdome  of  England,  Dominion  of  Wales
